Building Permits Granted. Cement 
Ordinance Passed By City ` 
Council. 


At the meeting of the City Council, 
Monday night several permits wére 
granted for new buildings in different 
parts of thecity, and the Collector was 
instructed to enforce the ordinance re- 
lating to building permits. A new 
ordinance was passed which provides 
that on and after July Ist all pave- 
ments between the Pivot Bridge, on 
both sid s of Main Stree‘, and the West 
side of Division street shall be made 
of cement. Every property holder who 
iepairs or takes up a brick pavement 
in the territory set out in the Ordi- 
nance, shall replace the same with a 
concrete pavement of a certain width, 
and with a certain grade fall from the 
building line to the street. Failure 
to repair or lay a new pavement with- 
in the t'me specified in the notice makcs 
the property holder liable to a fine, 
and if the pavements are not laid 
strictly according tothe grades fur- 
nished by the Street Snpervisor, then 
the work will be done over-hy the city 
engineer and the cost of same charged 
up to the property . 

Death Of Albert Huffington, Post- 
master Of Bivalve. 

Mr. Albert Huffington, aged about 
fifty-one years, post master of Bivalve, 
died early Friday morning, July Ist. 
Mr. 
Huffington was a sonof the late James 
Huffington, Allen, in which village 
the son was reared but had boon re- 
siding in the place of his. death for 
many years. Here he was a promi- 
nent merchant and postmaster, which 
position he had held for several years. 
He leaves a widow who was a daugh- 
ter of the late Melvin Toadvine of 
Somerset county, and three daughters.

DISASTROUS WRECK 


On The N.Y. P. &N. R. R. At Bay View 
Kilis One Man And injures 
Two Others. 


The largest and most serious wreck 
that has taken place in the history 
of the N. Y. P. & N. R. R. occurred 
at Bay View about three .miles north 
of Cape Charles. last Friday afternoon 
when extra 17, south bound, with En- 
gineer E. W. Palmer met in ahead on 
collision at fall speed with train No. 
12, engine, 18, Engineer W. S. Henry, 
resulting in the death of Henry, caus- 
ed by a falling boxcar, and the scald- 
ing ofa brakeman. W. E. Penuel, 
conductor of tlie southbound train, also 
suffered a slight injury to his leg. 
That the loss of life was not much 
greater is because the men jumped 
when the trains came in sight of each 
other on a sharp curve. In addition 
to the injuries, tho wreck caused the 
complete destruction of two locomo- 
tives and nineteen cars, many of them 
loaded. The majority of these took 
fire after the wreck, some of them 
burning until Sunday. The woods in 
which'the wreck occurred also caught 
fire, severely injuring the growth of 
many trees. This wreck is by far the 
most expensive the road has ever had, 
some estimating the loss of enginea, 
cars, lading, etc., at one hundred 
thousand dollars. While this figure 
is probably excessive it is safe to say 
that it will run well into the fifties. 

As the railroad company has not 
completed its investigation asto the 
cause of the wreck it would not be fair 
to place the blame for the accident, 
and while it is customary in most 
cases to place the blame on the shoul- 
ders of a dead man, it is hardly possi- 
ble that such will be the case. 

In the death of W. Scott Henry, Del- 
mar has lost a good citizen, a home 
has lost a fond father, a wife a good 
husband. May his soul rest in peace. 
The remains were interred in the M. 
P. Cemetery Sunday afternoon, pre- 
ceded by funeral services at the M. 
P. Church by Rev. E. S. Fooks. The 
deceased was a member of several 
lodges. He issurvived by a wife and 
three children. 

As a result of the wreck traffic was 
blocked for about thirteen hours to 
and from Cape Obarles until a track 
could-be built around the wreckage. 
This work was rendered more difficult 
on account of the wreck being on a 
sharp curve. Had the track been 
straight the accident doubtless would 
never have occurred as it would have 
been possible forthe engineers to have 
seen far enough ahead to have stopped 
their trains. The curve being in the 
woods made it impossible to see be- 
yond, and when the trains came in 
sight they were in too close proximity 
to prevent a collision, Seeing this, 
the men who were in a y;4dsition to see 
that a collision was inevitable jump- 
ed and all those who jumped escaped 
without injury with the exception of 
Mr. Henry. It is said that he fell 
when he jumped on the ground and 
owing to clumsiness, was unable to 
crawl away from the train before a 
box car was over turned on him, in- 
juring him to such an extent as to 
cause death. — Delmar News.

“JIM CROW” CARS 


Are Now On And Separate Accommodations 
Are Required For The Negroes. Brief 
Resume Of The Law Now 
in Force. 


On and after midnight Thu y 
night any passenger entering in 
at any railroad station in this Sate 
or boarding a steamboat at any land- 
ing on the waters within the juris- 
diction of Maryland found his liberty 
tooc¢upy any part of t x in 
curtailed. This will be under the 
operation of the''Jim- Crow” laws 
passed at the recent session of the Leg- 
islature. 

It is assumed by many that und 
these laws colored passengers will ng 
accorded infesior accommodations to 
those set apart for white people; that 
negroes will be compelled to ride in 
smoking cars on the rail ’ à 
the steerage or secomd cabin on ves- 
sels. This will not be the case if the 
law is strictly observed, for it is ex- 
pressly enacted that there must be no 
difference or discrimination in the 
quality, convenience or accommoda- 
tion in the quarters furnished the two 
races, 

Two sèparate acts were passed—one 
applying to steamboats and the other 
to cars on steam railroads. Bills were 
introduced for the separation of the 
races on street cars, but were viewed 
with some suspicion as being designed 
to ‘‘sand bag’' the street railway 
companies. The act concerning rail- 
roads is Chapter 10%, and that apply- 
ing to steamboats is Chaptér 110 of the 
Acts of 1904. TF 

Separate cars or coaches on ‘raif- 
roads are required by Chapter 100g bat 
cars divided into compartments s8pa- 
rated by good and substantial parti- 
tions, with a separate exit from each 
are permissible. In case the car or 
compartment set apart for passenge 
of either color shall, be complef 
filled, the conductor is authorized to 
set apart a portion of the space as- 
signed to passengers of one color to 
those of the other color. 

Any passenger who shall refasé'to 
occupy the space set apart for persons 
of his color may be ejected from the 
train and also fined not lesa than $õ, 
nor more than $50, or, be confined iy 
Jail not lesa than 80. days, or may be 
punished by both fine and imprison- 
ment. A conductor who shaih tei 
perform his duties pnder the ls 5 
be fined not less than $25 for morg 
than $50, but the railway compapy 
that fails to provide separate accom- 
modations for the two races wifhons 
discrimination will be liable to a fine 
not less than $300 nor more than $1000 
for each offense. f f |- 

The act does not apply to tallfoads 
employees, nurses, officers in charge of 
prisoners , or to the prisoners, Nor 
does it apply to the transportation of 
passengers in caboose cars, and to par- 
lor or sleeping cars, or to through ex- 
press trains which do no local business: 

The last exception is somewhat 
vague and its interpretation may have 
to be settled in the courts. Some con- 
tend that any train which takes on 
passengers at any station in Maryland 
does a local business, and this would 
apply to all trains passing through 
the State. Others claim that under 
the wording of the act it applies only 
to accommodation trains, such $9 are 
popularly known as ‘‘milk’’ trains.

Forecasts For July. 


(The forecast of Rev. Irl R. Hicks 
are copyrighted by Word and Works 
Publishing Co., and kindly notice is 
hereby given that all rights are re- 
sarved. It is a manifest injustice to 
Prof Hicks to make these forecasts 
common property.) 

This month begins in the last stage 
of a storm period central on June the 
29th. Storms and perturbations of 
this period will be well on their way 
toward the Atlantic by the Ist and 
2nd, with fair and cooler weather fol 
lowing from the west. 

A reactionary storm period is cen- 
tral from the áth to the 6th. As the 
moon is on the celestial equator on 
the 4th, we may reasonably calculate 
no decided rise in temperature, ending 
in thunder and rain storms during 
these reactionary days. AA , 

Mars equinoctial yeriod»covers al- 
most the entire month Of July, being 
central on the 28th and ronning into 
August. By reading the chapter on 
‘each planet's peculiar infiuence," 
beginning on page 152 of our 1904 
Almanac, it will be seen that the Mars 
disturbance tends greatly to prolong 
the kind of weather prevailing at its 
beginning. This being the case, we 
may know, with a degree of certainity 
the general charcater and tendency of 
the weather through July and August, 
by the character of the weather pre- 
vailing during the two first storm per- 
iods in July. If the general tendency 
is to excessive heat and light rains 
from the 4th to 6th, and from the 9th 
to 14th, it will be safe to connt ona 
predominance of such weather nearly 
or quite up to September. We fear 
there are good reasons to expect such 
results. Upon the other hand, should 
cooler weather and general rains and 
storms be the rule at these periods, 
much of the same kind of weather will 
characterize all the storm periods for 
the following six to eight weeks. 

About the ilth., to 14th, the central 
dates of the second July storm period, 
no one should be surprised by a wave 
of excessive warm weather, culminat- 
ing in many threatening storms and 
violent danerous blustering. Some 
local cloudbursta are probable here and 
there, but we do not believe that suf- 
fligent rains will occur at this time, 
over wide extremes of the grain-pro- 
ducing region. We shall be delighted 
to find that our opinion was erroneous, 
but we so believe and so make our 
forecasta.. Heavy hail storms, espec- 
fally to the west and north, will most 
‘likely attend these disturbances, in 
which event temporary change to 
much cooler may naturally be expect- 
ed. The 12th, 18th and 14th are the 
days on which the culminating crisis 
of this period is to be looked for. 
Change to higher barometer, westerly 
winds and cooler would be the normal 
order, progressively, behind, or west 
of the centers of storm areas. 

On and touching the 17th, 18th and 
19th the temperature will greatly in- 
crease, moving like a wave from west 
to east. Barometic unsteadiness and 
final fall to low readings will accom- 
pany the warmth, and many threaten- 
ing storm clouds with thunder and 
bluster will take up their march east- 
wardly acroes the country. Heavy 
local concentrations of rain and hail 
will touch scattered localiies, but we 
fear that there will be serious lack of 
general, diffused rains. We candidly 
confess that we can not forsee as yet 
the turn the weather and storms will 
take, in consequence of the Mara dis- 
tarbances named above ; but this ques- 
tion will be fairly settled by the char- 
acter of the phenomena the first half 
of July. This reactionary period will 
partake largely of the same results at- 
tending the two previous periods, 

A regular Vulcan storm period coy- 
ere the ist to the 24th, having its 
center on the 22nd. The most casual 
Observers and readers of weather re- 
ports will see that a wave of increased 
warmth, attended by falling barome- 
ter and other storm conditions, will 
organise in the west and pass east- 
wardly across the country on and 
touching the above days. More threat- 
ening; summer clouds, with thunder, 
Bomo rain and severe bluster, will 
“break out and the paths of actual 

` storm This period is near the 
cen thë Mars disturbance, and 
‘whatever peculiarity thie particular 
Mara period may communicate to the

—Capt. L. P. Coulbourn has re- 
ceived a communication from the head- 
quarters of ist Regiment Infantry, 
Maryland National Guards to the effect 
that a handsome trophy has been pre- 
sented to the M. N. G. for competition 
atthe State Range, July 4th, 1904. 
Only those who haye completed their 
qualifying scores at 200, 800, 500, 600, 
800, and 1000 yards this season and 
qualified sharp shooters of 1908 are el- 
igible. 


—Mr. Dean W. Perdue, owing to 
the great inconvenience of looking af- 
ter his large carriage business and the 
duties of a county commissioner with- 
out sacrificing one, has resigned the 
latter, and Mr. Emory L. Disharoon 
has been appointed his successor. Mr. 
Disharoon is a sterling Democrat, and 
an active energetic business man who 
will make a most acceptable com- 
misioner. F 


—The Baltimore, Chesapeake and 
Atlantic Railway Company will sell 
tickets July 4th between all stations 
at special excursion rates of two cents 
per mile for number of miles traveled, 
tickets good only to return same day, 
for trains 6, 1 and 2 only, good to re- 
turn on all trains except Nos. 8 and 
10 (except their regular and flag stops).

Anselm Mayer Rothschild did 
not say, “Do not have any business 


far as.1 can, make out,.you are getting 
in life jnst about as Much us you de- 
serve. Instead of coniplaining, you 
ought to get down on your kuees and 
thank God for the position which he 
has given.to.you, Why should you 
expect God to -make you bis favorite 
child’and allow you to rest upon n bed 
of roses? Are you avy different from 
any of lis other children? Are you 80 
smart, or so good or so humble that 
you have n right to expect more than 
they? Instead of grumbling about 
your ‘small position, you should see 
men, in every way your superiors, 
physically, mentally and spiritually, oc- 


cupying smaller positions tban you.. 


Be patient In that work God has given 
to you. Most of us—aye, perbape all of 
us—have all we deserve in life, and 
more too. If God wants us to go-high- 
er, he will open the way. If he does 


bind you to that wayward aliter, that 
wayward brother, that wayward child, 
that wayward husband. “Stand still” 
if you do not know what to do. “Stand 
still and see the salvation of the Lord.” 

Bevery patient when sickness comes 
and old age comes and’ the wearing 
faculties of mind and body seem*to un- 
fit you for the active duties of life.

It is very impo.tant that the farmer 
should ksow this. All soils do not 
have every spectes of microbe in 
them A tiell may be well suited to 
the growth of cow peas, but not suited 
to the growth of alfalfa. The microbe 
suited to one is present, but that suit- 
ed to the other is not present. Hence 
one crop will Fucceed upon such a 
fleld and the other fail. 

It Is claimed that any species which 
is wanting can be secured by the 
farmer and fatroduced into his fields. 
This can be done in different ways. 
If alfalfa does not grow well in any 
field when first sown, because the al- 
falfa microbe is not present, you can 
wait until the alfalfa gets them into 
the suil by growing them, or you can 
hasten the process by putting them 
there Get a little soil from an alfal- 
fa field and scatter it about-when 
you are preparins’ your land. This 
Is called ingculat ug the soil. If 
there ia no alfalfa tieid near you it is 
generally true that the -oil of a rich 
garden or other spot which has been 
brought up to a li gh degree of pro- 
ductivenesg will answer. A very few 
of these m'crobes will.goon gil the 
Whole field with thelr species. In 
Germany and some other places, these 
microbes are grown in th? laboratories 
and sold to the farmers in bottles. 
The farmer distributes a few of them 
here and there ip bis field and they 
soon do the reat. 

If the regit kind ef microbe is in 
your field you will succeed in- getting 
a good crop. If not. then you are lla- 
ble to fail IWesce you must study 
the microbe «et on. 

SOME GENERAL POINTS. 

This is not a s ieatifiv statement of 
the microbe theory But we hope 
our readers upder-tind that they can 
help to make their land productive. 
This theory has revolutionized the 
butter and chcese bus ness and may 
revolutionize the entire business of 
farming. 

There ia ove thing worth knowing. 

These miioles uf the right kind 
will rapidly develop and multiply in 
soils that are deeply broken and fine- 
ly pulverized and well drained. They 
will not do so in bard, unbroken or 
water-soaked lands. If the air and 


water and heat from the sunshine 
can circulate freely they multiply, 
otherwise they will not. Stable ma- 


nure and rott ng vegetable 
beip to originate them. 
Whay we have said about alfalfa 
ia true of olhar crops. Very often 
vetch or clover or peas or beans may 
not do much the tirst year. But the 
second season they will do well. They 
do their own inoculating. Most of 
the «diseases of our ‘rops that do so 
much damage, xuch as rust, blight, 
etc, are from the wrong kind of mi- 
crobe.

At a meeting of the School Board, 
Friday, July 1st., it was ordered that 
the county schools be opened Septem- 
ber 1, giving a full nine months course 
in accordance with the present new 
law.

If it be his second year in teaching, 
add $10.00, and if it be his third year 
or more in teaching, add $20.00 to the 
above figures. For each assistant 
$5.00 is added to each term as a basis 
of salary. 

District Sclidols—Holders of second 
grade certificates, being appointed to 
a room whose average attendance is 
16 or more, $83.33 per term; average 
attendance of less than 15, but 18 or 
more, §75.00 per term; average attend- 
ance of less than 13 but 10 œ more, 
$65.00 per term. Holders of first grade 
certificates, average attendance 15 or 
more, $90.0C per term; average atten- 
dance of less than 15 but 19 or more, 
$80.00 per term; average attendance 
of less than 18, but 10 or more, $70.00 
per term. These rates apply to prin- 
cipals and assistants alike. 

The following resolution offered by 
Commissioner Cooper of Sharptown 
was adopted. 

‘‘That no trustees who have been 
appointed by this Board shall be rec- 
ognized as trustees until they have or- 
ganized and reported to the Secretary 
of the Board, as required by law." 

The Board decided to strictly fol- 
low the letter of the law, regarding 
the qualifications of teachers as fol- 
lows; 

‘*No person shall be employed 
teacher unless such person shall hold 
a certificate of qualification (a) issued 
by the superintendent of the county 
in which he or she proposes to teach; 
(b) a certificate from a principal of a 
State Normal School of Maryland, or 
of the principal of tho Normal De- 
partment of Washington College; (c) 
a diploma of a State Normal School of 
Maryland or of the principal of the 
Normal Department of Washington 
College ; (d) a Normal School diploma 
of another State endorsed by the State 
Superintendent of Public Education, or 
diploma from the Normal Department 
of a school or college of this State 
recognized as such by the State Board 
of Education."*

Colombia la Fertile, and Rich in Min- 
erals — People Shiftless — Manana 
the Stock Phrase of the Natives— 
Their Pride Is Phenomenal—Roade 
of Colombia, 


The republic of Odlombia, like sey- 
eral others of the uth American 
States, is a republic in little more 
than name and outward form. When 
not in the throes of one of Its period- 
ic revolutions, it is at the mercy of 
a military dictator. It has already had 
seven constitutiong, and the march 
of political evefts is so rapid that its 
own historians cah hardly keep pace 
with them, Colomb history during 
the past elghteen years is character- 
ized by Senor Morales as one of un- 
Precedented misgdternment, confu- 
sion and tyranny. In form the govern- 
ment comprises a Senate of twenty- 
seven members, a house of represen- 
tatives of sixty-six members elected 
by universal male suffrage for terms 
of four years, and a president whose 
term of office is six years. 

The operation of universal suffrage 
in Colombia is thus described by 
Senor Morales: “Election day in the 
cities and towns of importance was 
one for the display of power and vio- 
lence. The troops garrisoned there, 
and the police, from the first hours of 
the day, headed by their chiefs, sur- 
rounded the election tables and pro- 
ceeded to deposit their votes. In that 
proceeding they nearly exhausted the 
time allotted by the law for the pur- 
pose to the citizens; for each soldier 
and each police agent voted uper 
two distinct names and under more if 
necessary. The free citizen who 
might venture an effort to break 
through that barrier of soldiers to ap- 
proach the urn and deposit his vote 
was ill-used, beaten, wounded, and 
threatened with death by the chiefs 
of the forces and the police. Regard- 
ing the present government, Senor 
Morales writes: 

“A government de facto rules the 
country by the power of its bayonets 
backed by no political party.” 

The area of Coldmbia, excluding 
Panama, the most westerly of the nine 
departments into which it was divid- 
ed, is estimated at 437,000 square 
miles, but several of the boundary 
lines are still in dispute and no ac 
curate figures are obtainable. The 
same uncertainty prevails regarding 
the population, which ts curiously es- 
timated at from 4,000,000 to 6,000,000. 
The chief cities are Bogota, the capl- 
tal, population «estimated at 100,000; 
Barranquilla, the chief port, popula- 
tion 40,000; Medellin, population 40,- 
000; Panama. 30.000; Cartagena, 20,- 
000, and Bucaramanga, 20,000. 

Colombia is fertile, and rich in min- 
erals, but owing to the shiftless char- 
acter of the people, and the constant 
rerolutions, its vast resources have 
been scarcely tou: hed. 

Immense beds of good 
known to exist in several sections, 
and gold, silver, copper, and other 
valuable minerals are already mined 
to some extent. Along the sea coast 
and in the interior valleys tropical 
conditions prevail, suitable for the 
growth of those agricultural products 
requiring great heat and high humid- 
ity; while on the interlor plateaus and 
table lands. from 4.000 to 8,000 feet 
above the sea, the products of the 
temperate zone can be profitably cul- 
tivated. 

About half the population of Colom- 
bia are whites, or half castes, the re- 
mainder being Indians and negroes— 
Negroes in the lowlands nnd Indians 
In the interior mountain regions. 
Manana ito-morrow) is the stock 
phrase of the natives. 

“The pride of the Colombian 
pure Spanish descent,’ says Mr. 
Scruggs, “lx phenomenal, and runs 
Into strange frenks, If poor, he is a 
sort of aristocratic hu »o—not asham- 
ed to beg. but offended if offered 
work, since to accept would be to for- 
feit his position as a gentleman, With 
him there Ix no such thing as the dig- 
nity of labor, and the gulf between 
gentility and honest tol] is impnssa- 
ble.”

Los Angeles, Cal., July 3.—At this 
season of patriotic jubilee, when the 
great ones of our nation’s history are 
recalled, the preacher chooses for his 
theme the career of Marcus Whitman, 

| through whose heroism and self sacri- 
fice the great empire of the northwest 
was added to our national domain. 
The text is Matthew xxi, 42, “The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same 
is become the head of the corner.” 

Every Fourth of July it is the cus- 
tom of patriotic speakers to eulogize 
the names of George Washington and 
Samuel Adams and James Otis and 
Joseph Warren and Patrick Henry and 
De Witt Clinton and John Adams and 
John Hancock and Robert Morris and 
Benjamin Franklin and John Wither- 
spoon and Thomas Jefferson and Na- 
thanael Greene and Alexander Hamil- 
ton and John Jay. These were the 
mental giants who hewed out of the 
new world’s quarries the titanic stones 
which became the foundation layers of 
our national government. But -these 
were not the only men in those early 
days of our national history to whom 
we, ns a people, are indebted. We 
ought to be careful lest the glory of 
those luminaries blinds us to the grand- 
cur of character of patriots less con- 
spicuous, whose courage, devotion and 
self sacrifice helped to establish our 
ljberties or to extend our opportunities. 

Tomorrow we shall celebrate our na- 
tional holiday. Let me present to you 
today a name which ought to be familiar 
to us all, but which is seldom placed 
in the rank it ought to have on the roll 
of the nation’s heroes. While we honor 
the men who cleared away the debris 
and dug out the foundation stones of 
our national capital let us spare, too, 
n few words of praise for a man to 
whose daring and perseverance it is 
due that at least one if not several 
stars were added to those that glitter 
on our national flag. I place my wreath 
of immortelles today on the grave of 
Marcus Whitman, who practically, 
single handed, saved the states of Ore- 
gon and Washington to the Union. To 
the heroes of Bunker Hill and Saratoga 
and Yorktown we owe it that our 
eastern shores are lapped by the 
waters of the Atlantic; to Marcus 
Whitman we owe it that we bold on 
our western shores the crystal gates of 
the Pacific. I praise the Marcus Whit- 
man of 1842, who placed the despised 
capstone of Oregon upon the topmost 
pinnacle of the Washington legislative 
halls, made up of the stone of many 
states. 

Nation's Debt to Marcus Whitman. 

How did Marcus Whitman save Ore- 
gon to the United States? First, by 
heeding the Macedonian gospel cry of 
helplessness. Like the pilgrim fatbers 
he obeyed the direct summons which 
came to him in the voice of many 
thunderings to carry Christ's message 
of salvation even unto the uttermost 
parts of the earth. He left his home 
among the beautiful bills of central 
New York state, not out of a spirit of 
adventure, as a Chanler Astor might 
plunge into the African jungles to hunt 
big game. He left it not, as did John 
McLaughlin, to dangle before the avari- 
clous eyes of North American Indians 
his prizes, which would make the red 

‘skinned hunters more expert in set- 
ting their traps and bringing im thelr 
piles of furs. He left it net as did the 
English gentlemen who came to James- 
town, Va., in the hope of becoming 
landowning aristocrats In a new world, 
or as did the Spanish marauders, who, 
in their conquest of Mexico, stole upon 
the land whut the pirates of old used to 
steal upon the seas. But Marcus Whit- 
man and Samuel Parker dared cross 
the American continent because from 
the faroff Willamette valley came the 
story of the bitter need there was for 
the gospel of peace to be preached to 
the Indian war chiefs, with scalping 
knives and tomahawks at belts, who, 
by thelr actions, said: “We need the 
white man's book of heaven. We nee@ 
the white man's Christ.” . 


A Strange Quest. 

To describe bow that Macedonian cry 
of helplessness came to Marcus Whit- 
man, let me transplant you in imagina- 
tion back to the little frontier town 
of St. Louls, Mo., and, like the shad- 
ow on the dial of Ahaz, turn back 
time until the year 1832. We will 
suppose, in order to make the wild, 
Weird scene we are about to describe 
more vivid, that the old Indian fighter 
ood territorial governor, up to 1821, 
and the United States superintendent 
of the Indians, from 1821 to 1838, Gen- 
eral William Clark, is spending a s0- 
cial evening with two of his ol 
friends, who followed Lewis and him- 
self on their famous journey of the far 
northwest. Suddenly a messenger 
Taps at the door. In answer to the. 
gruff call, “Come in,” there enter four 
Flathead Indians. Two of them are 
aged werrlors, two young stalwart 
braves. “Where ore you from, my 
men" asked the general, eying them 
from head to foot. “From tbe mur- 
muring waters of the Columbian? Im- 
possible. From the Pacific shores? 
Nay, nay, that cannot be. For what 
did you come? For the white man’s 
book of heaven? What, didst thor 
have to travel 3,000 miles to hunt up 
the white man’s book of heaven when 
the representatives of the Hudson Bay 
company have for years been buying 
your furs?" “Yes,” answered the Nez 
Perces Indians, “We have come 8,000 
miles for the white man's book of 
heaven. Will you give it us?’ But 
though the three wise men, coming to 
seek the newborn king in the Jeru- 
salem capital, never made more stir 
than did the four Flathead Indians 
coming to find the white man's Christ 
in the Missouri frontier town of 1882, 
yet even there in that St. Louls frontier 

town they could not find the white 

man's book of heaven. These Flathead 

Indians found there the white man's 
sins,’but not the white man's God. 

Let me now read to you the btran: 
gest valedictory ever given at any 
piace, The two older Indians who 
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came on this mission of seeking: the 
white man’s God had died. . When the 
two younger braves were about to de- 
part for their own faraway wigwams, 
one of them In Indian eloquence spake 
these words, which were published in 
the little frontier paper of that time: 
“I came to you over the trall of many 
moons from the setting sun. You were 
the -friends of my fathers, who have 
all gone the long way. I came with 
an eye partly opened for more light 
for my people, who sit in darkness. I 
go back with both eyes closed. How 
can I go back blind to my blind people 
who sit in darkness? I made my way 
to you with strong arms through many 
enemies and strange lands that I might 
carry back much to them. I go back 
with both arms broken and empty. 
My people sent me to get the white 
man's book of heaven You took me 
where you allow your women to dance 
as we do not ours, and the book was 
not there. You took me where they 
worship the Great Spirit with candles, 
and the book was not there. You 
showed me the images of the Good 
Spirit and pictures of the good land 
beyond, but the book was not among 
them to tell us the way. I am going 
back the long sad trall to my people 
of the dark land. You make my feet 
heavy with gifts, and my moccasins 
will grow old in carrying them, yet the 
book is not among them. When I tell 
my poor blind people after one more 
moon in the big council that I did not 
bring the book no word will be spoken 
by our old men or by our young braves. 
One by one they will rise up and go 
out in silence. My people will die in 
the darkness, and they will go on the 
long path to other hunting grounds. 
No white man will go with them and 
no white man’s book to make the way 
plain. I hove no more words.” 

Whitman's Response to the Call. 

It was the publication of these words, 
copied in the eastern papers, that made 
Marcus Whitman beed the call of the 
Nez Perces Indians; It was the publi- 
cation of these words that nerved 
Whitman to consecrate all his life to 
giving the Flathead Indlans the white 
man’s “Book of Life.” It was that re- 
solve te go in the name of Christ to 
the far northwest which made It possi- 
bie for Marcus Whitman to save Ore- 
gon to the Union. 

Marcus Whitman did not go to the 
banks of the Columbia to save Oregon 
for the Union. He went to the north- 
west to save the red men for Christ. 
When God calls us to one sphere of 
work be will always open for us other 
spheres of labor if we will only obey 
his first call, which says: “Come! 
Come! Come now!” 

But Marcus Whitman was a states- 
man as well as a humble gospel mis- 
sionary. Like Livingstone in Africa, 
be saw how much could be done in 
that land by the resources of civiliza- 
tion. His prophetic gaze traveled on 
through the centuries, and he longed 
to have that fair region under Christian 
influences and prospering under the 
white man’s skill and industry. He 
could hear the tramp of the oncoming 
generations, as well as the creaking 
of bis cart wheels by his side. There- 
fore, when Marcus Whitman, on the 
famons Fourth of July, 1836, with his 
young bride, spread the blankets upon 
the top of the Rocky mountains, with 
Mount Hood and Mount Jefferson 
standing afar off as guarding sentinels, 
and dedicated that western soil of God 
and his native land, like Paul, he was 
surrounded by a great cloud of wit- 
nesses. In inspired vision he could 
see the farmers of 1904 planting their 
seeds in those valleys. He could see 
those mighty forests changed into 
homes and factories and stores and 
libraries and schools and churches. 
He could hear the singing of the mow- 
ing machines and see the white winged 
ships like great sea gulls floating in 
those harbors. And as Columbus took 
possession of the new world in the 
names of Ferdinand and Isabella, who 
fitted out his small fleet, Marcus Whit- 
man dedicated this western soll to his 
two masters — to his God and to the 
United States government. 


Fought by Greed and Selfishness. 
He dedicated this western soil in 
spite of the fact that all could be 
said to discourage settlers had been 

sald in calumnlous disparagement. The 
Hudson Bay company wanted it left 
In the undisturbed possession of the 
wild animals whose skins they were 
turning into gold. They wanted it for 
a perpetual bunting ground. Therefore 
they declared it to be a land barred by 
impassable ranges of mountains, a land 
of undrainable morasses, pestilential 
and malarial, unfit for the residence of 

hite men, a land given up to barba- 
ism and Indian savagery. So persist- 
ent were the falsehoods disseminated 
by these greedy, selfish capitalists that 
before Marcus Whitman's advent Ore- 
gon had been fying Jike the capstone of 
the Jerusalem temple which the bulld- 
ers rejected, but which afterward be- 
came the chief of the corner. All the 
national statesmen, both trans and cis- 
Atlantic, cared no more for it than a 
peari diver would care to carry. around 
with bhim a cobblestone, or a diamond 
merchant would care to preserve an 
ordinary pebble nmong hia precious 
jewels. 

Why, so useless was this Oregon 
region considered in 1842 that Daniel 
Webster, then premier of President 
Tylers cabinet, was willing to barter 
off to Lord Ashburton the whole of the 
far northwest for a few privileges for 
the American sailors to fish for cod off 
the banks of Newfoundland. A few 
years before this, to prove his utter 
ignorance of the intrinsic value of this 
land of the northwest, Daniel Webster, 
then tbe most powerful member of the 
United States senate, uncontroverted 
by Clay and Calhoun and Benton, made 
this astounding speech: “What do we 
want with this vast, worthless area, 
this region of savages and wild beasts, 
of deserts, of shifting sands and 
whirlwinds of dust, of cactus and 
prairie dogs? To what use could we 
ever hope to put these great deserts, or 
these great mountain ranges, impene- 
trable and covered to their base with 
eternal snows? What can we ever 
bope to do with the western coast of 
8,000. miles, rock bound, cheerless and 
uninteresting, and not a harbor on it? 
What use have we for such a country? 
Mr. President, 1 will never vote «cent 
from the public treasury to place the 
Pacific coast one inch nearer Boston 
than it is now.” Ab, mẹ! Am I going 
beyond wy right in declaring that Mar- 
cus Whitman, kneeling upon the top of 
the Rocky’ mountains on the Fourth 


of July. 1500, aud taking possession of, 
that western coast for God and the 
United States, was an inspired states- 
man? , 
Whitman's Brave Eaterprise. 

But Marcus. Whitman bad more than 
inspired vision and opened ears: He 
bad a consecrated, poble Christian 
heart, as well as a clear brain, He 
Was a gosp:l missionary who was 
ready, if necessury, to die if by his 
death he coukl only. accomplish the 
work which God bad given him to do. 
In omer to save Oregon for the Union, 
In midwinter, alone, he rode straight 
across this continent. He defied the 
warning @leménts as well as savage 
tribes, the terrors of the snows and 
the precipicer and colds as well as the 
Indian tomabawks. 

After the Hudson Bay company 
found it was unable to stem back 
western immigration it took another 
course. It decided to import its own 
loyal English subjects from Canada 
and gradually crowd the Americans to 
the wall. It tried to do with the Amer- 
icans as the Americans of the east did 
with the Indians. About a centiry 
ago Joseph Elliott was the agent of 
the Holland Land company, which 
owned nearly all the lumber about the 
region of the western part of New 
York near to Niagara Falls. One day 
a famous Indinu chief of that time, 
Red Jacket by name, met Mr, Elliott 
and sat down with him upon a log to 
talk. In a little while Red Jacket 
said, in a quiet tone, to Joseph Elilott, 
“Move along, Joe,” and Mr. Elliott, 
surprised at the request, moved a little 
along the log. In a little while came 
the second request of “Move along. 
Joe,” and a third request, “Move along, 
Joe,” and a further request, “Move 
along, Joe,” until Mr. Elliott was at the 
end of the log, Then, when the Indian 
said “Move along, Joe,” Mr. Elliott be- 
came angry and answered: “Why, man, 
I cannot move along any farther with- 
out landing in the mud.” “Ugh,” sald 
Red Jacket, “just so white man in 
reference to Indian land. White man 
says to Indian, ‘Move along, move 
along, move along,’ until white man 
pushes Indian off the face of the 

earth.” 

The tactics adopted by the Amer- 
jeans toward the Indians were Imi- 
tated by the Hudson Bay company. 
It began settling Oregon with its own 
friends, In the hope that if a treaty 
between the United States and Eng- 
land should be negotiated, leaving the 
possession of the country to be de- 
cided by popular vote, the English 
settlers would outnumber the Ameri- 
cans. Whitman no sooner learned the 
nature of the scheme than he set out, 
winter though It was, for Washington 
to put the government on Its guard and 
warn it against negotiating any treaty 
by which the position of Oregon would 
be affected. That lonely ride from Ore- 
gon to Washington in the winter of 
1842 is a story of personal intrepidity 
and patriotism which ought to be Iim- 
mortal. Would you and I be willing 
to sacrifice for our country and our 
God as Marcus Whitman sacrificed? 
Would you and I be willing, If neces- 
sary, to give up our all and lay down 
our lives in suffering greater than any 
soldier ever suffered upon the Amer- 
ican battlefields? 

But, as I take a step further In my 
study of this remarkable nation build- 
er, I find, as with Marcus Whitman, the 
greatest of men are always the gen- 
tlest of men. Furthermore, I find that 
the seemingly unimportant Incidents 
of their lives, which they did out of the 
pureness and nobility of their hearts, 
have sometimes had the most far reach- 
ing effects in their ultimate triumphs. 

Not only do we admire Marcus Whit- 
man as a patriot and a hero, but as a 
lover and a husband, and It Is a re 
markable fact that his public success 
was in no small degree due to the qual- 
itfes he displnyed In bis private life. 
Do you nsk how the one could con- 
tribute to the other? I answer by rap- 
idly drawing three verbal pictures. 
Scene the first: We are now standing 
in the little village church of Pratts- 
burg, in the central part of New York 
state. It Js in the winter of 1836; Feb- 
ruary is the month. A rather short, 
heavily built man of reddish hair and 
beard, with determination marked up- 
on every Iineament of his face, Is the 
bridegroom. Dr. Marcus Whitman Is 
his name. A sweet faced young lady, 
Narcissa Prentiss, daughter of Judge 
Prentiss, is the bride. In the presence 
of their village friends the young cou- 
ple become one. The congratulations 
are spoken, The words of farewell are 
now sald. The bride and groom turn 
their faces west, and the long bridal 
trip of 3,000 miles commences. 

Two Brides In the Party. 

Scene the second: We are now at the 
frontier station of Fort Laramie, of the 
Platte river. The little caravan of 
transcontinental travelers are here told 
that they must unload thelr wagons 
and strap all thelr goods upon pack 
mules and horses. No wagon had ever 
yet crossed the mountains, and no wag- 
on could. Up to this year no white 
woman had ever crossed the continent. 
There were two brides in that party. 
The one was the young wife of Marcus 
Whitman; the other was the bride of 
his missionary associate, Rev. Samuel 
Parker by name. “I tell you that wag- 
on cannot go through,” I hear one of 
the rough members of the caravan say, 
I now see n set look upon the face of 
Dr. Whitman. His Jaws snap shut 
with the grip of a steel trap. Then a 
glint comes inte his eye as he says: 
“But I tell you that wagon will go 
through. These ladies, my wife and 
Mrs. Porker, must not be compelled 
to ride horseback all that way.” A 
muttered oath comes from the lips of 
the rough man at the fort as be says: 
“All right. We will try to pull it 
through.” And pull and push and lift 
that wagou through those men did. 
They dragged it over the mountains 
and across the prairies to lighten the 
journey of two young women who as 
brides accompanied *»!r husbands to 
faroff missionary fic: 

Beene the third: It is the year 1843, 
We are now standing in the White 
House of our national capital. The 
president of the United States ts John 
Tyler. He is smooth faced, tall and 
spare of frame, ‘The second member 
of this notable group has a huge, mass- 
ivè body, a leonine face. Ho is one 
with looks expressive of the descrip- 
tion given by a famous English jurist: 
“He is the most magnificent physical 
as well as mental specimen of his day 
and generation.” Helis the questioner: 

is Danie) Webster. The third mem- 


mountaineer, ‘He'fs clad in skins, His 


hair is uncut. But he is one of the im-'}; 


mortals of his day. He is Marcus 


Whitman. j 

As we standsin the corner of the 
room I see a strange scene, Tyler and 
Webster, the two leaders of the Ameri- 
can government, are being driven back 
and back from their old positions of 
atatecraft by this seemingly untutored 
man of the backwoods, Then, like 
Paul before Agrippa, I see- Marcus 
Whitman step forward, and hear him 
say: “Mr. Secretary, you know not 
what you are doing. Better, far bet- 
ter, barter away all the wealth and the 
sovereignty of the New England states 
for a few Newfoundland cod than sur- 
render to England the priceless treas- 
ures of Oregon and the strategic posi- 
tion of the far northwest.” 

“Bah,” answered Daniel Webster 
‘with scorn, “what is the use of Ore- 
gon to the Union? That land is wholly 
inaccessible. A’ wagon road could 
never be built across those mountains.” 
Then, as Richelieu turned upon his 
king, I see Whitman turn and hear 
him triumphantly say: “Mr. Secretary, 
that is a grand mistake that has been 
made by listening to interested persons. 
Six years ago I was told that there 
was no wagon road to Oregon, and it 
was impossible to take a wagon there, 
and yet, in spite of pleadings and al- 
most threat, I took a wagon over that 
road, and have it now.” “Is that so?’ 
sald Webster. “Then Oregon must be 
saved to the Union.” And so I find 
in these few words that the devotion 
which Marcus Whitman gave to his 
wife by compelling the men to carry 
his wagon over the Rocky mountains 
was one of the mighty means of help- 
ing to save Oregon to the Union. It 
proved that the far northwest and the 
east were not separated by impassable 
barriers, And it furthermore proved 
that all men’s greatest and truest suc- 
cesses are always dependent upon their 
faithfulness In the common duties of 
ordinary life. Marcus Whitman's love 
for his country is today associated with 
the pure love which he bore Narcissa 
Prentiss. The true successes by which 
we will be able perhaps to do some 
grent act for our country will be de- 
pendent upon how we fulfill the little 
duties of everyday domestic existence. 


How His Reward Came, 

How shall we close this Fourth of 
July eulogy upon a great nation builder 
and the savior of the far northwest? 
By finding bim seated in the guberna- 
torial chair of Oregon? By finding him 
gracing the United States senate, like 
Sam Houston, who brought Texas Into 
the Union? By finding him the west's 
favorite candidate for the presidency? 
Ob, no. Like Abraham Lincoln, Mar- 
cus Whitman did a great work for this 
Union. Like Abraham Lincoln, God 
took him away to his heavenly reward 
as soon as that work was done. The 
Indians, whom he came to save, incit- 
ed to bitterness by the baffled foreign- 
ers, killed this noble man and his no- 
ble wife. At Wallawalla their bodies 
Ne buried. May our lives be devoted, 
patriotic lives, as were those of Marcus 
Whitman and Narcissa Whitman. May 
our deaths, like theirs, be a heavenly 
translation. And may our neighbors, 
as did theirs, feel the world Is better, 
not only because we have lived for our 
country, but also for our God.

About $200,000 Loss. 


Devastated stretches of charred de- 
ibris met the eye everywhere at Mil- 
|lington, Md. Wednesday. The sun 
|shone in all its glory upon the ruins 
‘of the once prosperous litlte town of 
| Millington swept away in one night 
iby the fiercest fire in the history of 
|Kent county. Those who were for- 
| tunate enough to gain shelter Wednes- 
‘day night were upon the scene early, 


as sleep was impossible after such a}. 


dreadful night. The desolate appear- 
ance of the charred ruins on every 
jside, together with the dry eyed sor- 
;Tow of the many anfortunates who 
| lost their all, made a right never to 
| be forgotten. 

| President of Town Commissioners 
iJ. B. Ahern has sent telegrams to 
neighboring towns and cities asking 
| for aid. 

Word has been received from Wil- 
mington, Del,. that Superintendet R. 
| L. Holliday of the Delaware division 
of the Pennsylvania railroad had

people of that city who wish to con- 
|tribute toward the relicf of the fire 
| sufferers. The first contributor in 
‘that city was W. D. Mullin, a whole- 
‘sale grocery man, who donated a 
| large quantity of provisions, 

The message for aid sent out by the 
town commissioners was; 

‘*Two hundred without food, cloth- 
ing or shelter here. Every business 
place destroyed. Aid of any kind will 
be gratefully received. Distribu- 
tion made by the hoard of commis- 
sioners.'** 


People Are Stunned. 


Pitiful sights can be seen on all 
sides and as yet the people are stunned 
and have not awakened to the extent 
of the great loss they have sustained, 

One woman was seen walking slong 
tlie railroad one night with a chicken 
under her arm. She was crying bitter- 
ly and hugged the frightened fowl to 
her breast. It was all that she had 
left. There are many more who are in 
the same sad plight. 

Only one store, a small pharmacy, 
is.left standing, so thorough was the 
work of disaster. Every building in 
the business section on Cypress and 


Sassafras streets on both sides was 
destroyed. Among the structures that 
fell beneath the onslaught of the rag- 


ing conflagration was the Millington 
Bank, a new institution, opened for 
business for the first time last May. 
While the building was totally dè- 
stroyed, the fire proof vault remained 
intact and its contenta were saved. 
The exact loss has as yet not been as- 
certained, but it is believed that it 
will reach $200,000, equally divided 
between personal property and real 
estate. The loss is covered by little 
more than one fourth in insurance, 
Many buildings carried no insurance 
at all.

L. ATWOOD BEENETT. 


Among the foremost professional 
men of Wicomico county is L. Atwood 
Bennett of Salisbury. Mr. Bennett 
was born in the year 1873 in that sec- 
tion of Somerset county known as 
Monil. He received his earlier edu- 
cation jn Chance, attending the public 
schools of that community. Later he 
became a student of the Western Mary- 
land College graduating from that 
institution in 18M. Returning to 
Chance and taught school there until 
Spring of 1895. In the Fall of that 
year_he went to the Maryland Univer- 
stty, School of Law and graduated 
with high honors in 1897. He was ad- 
mitted to the Bar in 1897 and took up 
his residence in Salisbury, where he 
established himself in the practice of 
law.

MARYLAND TEACHERS 


(Continued from page one.) 


think, and to think deeply, normally 
and logically, so as to give vigor and 
strength, making the mind a citadel, 
offensive and defensive. To thus train 
the youth, the teacher must have an 
insight.into that psychological some- 
thing that will bring about reflective 
thought on the part of the pupils. 
Subjects are not to be drilled into them 
by artificial and mechanical pro- 
cesses, but are to be presented in such 
a manner that the mind will grasp 
them with its own spontaneity, for 
as Kant says,‘‘Subjects are frequently 
taken in, but not digested ; apprehended 
but not comprehended.’’ It is in the 
province of the teacher by a sympa- 
thetic interest to direct the youthful 
mind into channels that will best 
stimulate mental activity for results. 


The President’s Address, By H. Crawford 
Bounds, County Superintendent Of 
Wicomico County. 


Supt. Bounds spoke in part as fol- 
lows; 

‘‘One year ago the members of the 
Association were hoping that the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1904 would enact such 
legislation as would assure every 
teacher in this State a living salary 
by guaranteeing a minimum salary to 
be paid. With the great majority of 
teachers this was more a hope than a 
belief; but with a unanimity that was 
surprising to all, the members of that 
Assembly gave what was asked and 
gave itin the spirit that makes the 
grant doubly welcome. In the light 
of this action, and judging it by the 
entire absence of organized opposition 
thereto and still more by the tone of 
the speeches made in favor thereof, it 
is pow seen that the surprising devel- 
opment is not the passage of minimum 
salary law but the revelation of the 
appreciation that the public has of 
the teachers’ work and worth. For 
years teachers have felt and frequent- 
ly said in Associations and Institutes 
that parents did not know the impor- 
tance of the teachers’ work and the 
public in general had no knowledge 
of the value of the teachers’ services 
aud no desire to make the pay com- 
mensurate therewith. But tothe first 
demand made by the teachers there 
comes a response from the highest rep- 
resentatives of parents and public that 
is surprising and still more grati- 
fying. To what is this awakened, 
public spirit to be attributed? In 
some measure no doubt to the organi- 
zation of the teachers and to their 
work individually and collectively in 
educating the public and particularly 
in instructing the members of the As- 
sembly and in explaining to them the 
nature of the legislation they were 
being asked to enact and the reasons 
for doing . 

‘In this work due credit should be 
given to those who by their presence 
at Annapolis and their efforts there 
did so much to bring about the desired 
result, and this is said with no inten- 
tion of depreciating the importance of 
this organization for without such 
union and such demand nothing could 
have been accomplished. In almost 
every speech advocating the passage of 
this measure, made either in the 
House or Senate reference was made to 
the PROFESSIONAL CHARACTER 
of the teachers’ work and distinguish- 
ing it from the work of the unskilled 
laborer or the artisan. This is the 
gratifying revelation made by the 
General Assembly, a revelation worth 
more in its promise for the fature than 
in its achievements in the past. Isit 
not time that by the work done in the 
county institutes and in the State 
Teachers’ Reading Circles there has 
been created in the teachers them. 
selves a higher standard of self crit- 
icism and a better professional spirit 
that have operated to arouse school 
patrons and tax payers to the fact 
that teaching is a profession, that it 
should be recognized as such, and as 
faras the means of the State would 
allow, paid as such. Certainly it 
can uot be held that a minimum sal- 
ary of $300.00 is as much as the State, 
meaning either State or county, can 
be reasonably expected to pay a mem- 
ber of a profession. The State is fi- 
nancially able to pay more and the 
teachers may hope that the future 
promises more. May not the same 
public spirit that has acknowledged 
the teachers’ worth as professional be 
expected to operate and to influence 
State and county officials in making 
appropriations for teachers’ salaries. 
But the same course that operated in 
the past must continue to work in the 
| future. There is indeed hope but only 
so long as the teachers themselves 
realize that their work is professional 
and so govern themselves. This then 
is the duty imposed upon teachers that 
they shall take advantage of every op- 
portunity for professional training 
and study. 

“This law however is not valuable 
merely because it affects the finsuciat | 
welfare of the teacher; it is more no- 
ticeable because it is the-first step to- 
ward the inauguration of a real syatem 
of State Education. A uniform salary 
even though it be a minimum salary 
pald by the State leads to uniform 
qualifications even though they be 
| minimom qualifications prescribed and 
tested by the State

‘Los Angeles, Cal, July 10.—The 
preacher in this sermon shows by illus- 
tration and incident that true and en- 
during happiness and satisfaction are 
not to be found in worldly success, but 


| in embracing the offer of salvation 


through Christ. The text is Mark xil, 
34, “Thou art not far from the kingdom 
ot God.” - 

What is to you the saddest word in 
all the English language? Edgar Al- 
lan Poe, that brilliant genius of Amer- 
ican literature, whose dissipations en- 
dungeoned him in a chamber of hor- 
rors as ghastly as that in which Thom- 
as De Quincey was compelled to live 
and whose raven of delirium tremens 
sounded hbis death knell when he bad 
just reached forty years of age, has 
made the word “nevermore” awful in 
its significance. In it we hear the 
black bird of demontacal despair croak- 
ing a dirge. In it are heard the sobs 
of brenking hearts and are seen the 
ghostlike horrors of a living charnel 
house, ‘Nevermore! Nevermore! Nev- 
ermore!" To many that word will al- 
ways be the saddest of all words. 

Thomas Carlyle, the great English 
essayist and philosopher, the master of 
mighty sentences and prose master- 
pieces, dipped his pen in the reddest of 
all inks when he wrote the word 
“ought.” The great author of the just- 
ly famgus philosophical dissertation 
upon “The French Revolution” de- 
clared that the word “ought” is the 
saddest of all words. It has in It all 
the harsh and reverberating voices 
which run the gamut of remorse. Car- 
lyle's conception of the imperial force 
of that word “ought” had in it the 
thunder of Sinal, and to the offender 
recreant to duty it still sounded, min- 
gled with the taunts of the fiends of 
the eternal {Aferno, deriding and mock- 
ing the miserable sufferer with the re- 
minders of the bliss he might have en- 
joyed if be bad done as be ought. 
Some have declared that the saddest 
of all words js “gone,” others “death,” 
others “despair.” But today I want to 
call your attention to another word 
which 1 think isthe saddest word ever 
uttered by man. It was that which 
King Agrippa spake to Paul when on 
the Roman tribunal of Caesarea Pbl- 
lippi be sald: “Almost! Almost thou 
persuadest me to be a Christian.” Ah, 
yes, King Agrippa was so near the 
kingdom of God that just one step 
forward would have placed the Roman 
ruler at the feet of Christ. Just one 
step more would have changed him 
from a pagan Into a bumble and re- 
pentant follower of the Nazarene. But 
tbat one step was never tuken. King 
Agrippa was “almost” persuaded to be 
a Christian, but his “almost” never 
brought him into safety and eternal 
life. 

Today I am going to:try to help some 
of you to overcome thmt saddest of all 
words, “almost.” I am golag to show 
some of you that, lke the scribe of my 
text, who came to question Jesus, you 
are “not far from the kingdom of God,” 
but I am also golmag to show you that 
to be “almost” saved and yet not saved 
is to be lost eompletely and utterly lost, 
just as much os were the poor fellows 
who were linprisoned a few years ago 
in the fron hulk of the steamers burn- 
ing at the wharfs of Hoboken, in New 
York harbor. Frantically they stood at 
the barred portholes. Franticadly they 
stretched forth thelr arms through the 
fron gratings. The could see the blue 
waters of the harbor. They could bear 
the calls of the would be rescuers hard 
at work. Hut they were Jost, entirely 
lost, though there was “only one step” 
between them and perfect safety. 

Advantage of a Christian Home. è 

Almost saved! Yes, you are, How 
do I know it? I learn bow near you 
have come to salvation as I look at the 
entries on thoge white pages sewed be- 
tween the Old and the New Testaments 
of the family Bible. By this record of 
the family bdrths and deaths 1 find 
your father was a Christian. Your 
mother was a Christian. Your sisters 
and brothers were nll Christians. I 
find also that your parents reconsecrat- 
ed their lives for God's service when 
they held you before the sacred altar 
on the day you were baptized. It is a 
very easy matter for you to become a 
Christian, with such a family history. 

“Tis true,” says sowe young man to 
ine, "I was born in a Christian Lome. 
Iam not near, however, but very, very 
fur from the kingdom of God. Why, 
after I left my Christian bome I seem- 
ed to be possessed not ‘with seven 
devils, but seventy tines seven devils. 
No sooner did 1I leave home und ge 
away from mother and father than I 
plunged into a lfe of dissipation. I 
drank, I gambled, I blasphemed. 1 did 
everything I ought not to have done, 
and I left undone everything I ought 
to have done. It is wuld that wbem 
Lysimachus was fighting aguimst the 
Getue he was entrapped by Oils ene 
mies in the desert sands. HAs thirst 
became so great that he offered his 
whole kingdom for a drink of water, as 
Esau sold his birthright for a mess of 
pottage. But no wooner had Lysi- 
machus sinked his thirst than he cred: 
‘Ah, wretched me, who for such a 
mementary gratification should have 
lost 60 great a kingdom’ ‘Mhough I 
have been brought up in a Christlam 
home, for the momentary sistisfying of 
my evil desires I have stifla! aii those 
pure Influences of the past. 1 am Ike 
a man who, to quench bis thirst, bas 


done more than to barter away a king- 
dom, 1 have Ourtered away my life. 
Not so fust, Wrother; not so fast, You 
bave flung yowrsélf into the quagmire 
of siu, but by your very wonls of de- 
spalr | know you are near to the king- 
dom. | bave had in my time much ex- 
perience with young men, and I have 
sometimes fownd that, ike the prodl- 
gal who left his father's home fior the 
far country, many young men reared 
in the best of homes have flung them- 
selves into the seething whirlpool of 
win, But these young ‘men were like 
the prodigal also in'that they came 
back to their-father's home 
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had spent their all. The golden cords 
of parental prayer are now tugging at 
‘your heart. Vilest of sinners you may 
have been; most heartless of wayward 
boys may have been your history, but 
today God is calling; your dend moth- 
er, your redeemed mother, Is calling; 
your broken hearted father is calling: 
“Come, come, come home! Oh, sinner, 
come home!” Will you hear the cry? 
Way off in that far country of sin 
“thou art not far from the kingdom of 
God.” Thou art not far from, Christ, 
but near, on account of (your eàrly 
Christian home training. = 
Don’t Live For Yourself Alone, 

Almost sayed! Yes, you are. I know 
it by the unhappy looks that are chis- 
cled in the wrinkles of your face. 
When you started out in life you 
thought the height of a man's happi- 
ness could be estimated by the length 
of his bank account. You thought the 
worldwide area of his joy could be al- 
ways circiimscribed only by the hem- 
isphcric spread of his fame. But now 
by bitter experience you know: that 
wealth and fame only bring added 
cares. You know that if a mah lives 
for himself alone, if he does not seck 
the higher joys of the soul, if he does 
not fve for Christ, seeking also the 
welfare of his brother man, he can find 
no happiness on earth at all. 

I can imagine a scene in your life 
which brought its emptiness vividly 
before you. Such scenes, varying in 
their details, come to many nman, bid- 
ding him pause and consider what is 
the true purpose of life. Let me see! 
Where did this scene happen? In Chi- 
cago. You are a wealthy merchant, 
You have come out on a visit to Los 
Angeles. It was in Chicago, as near 
as I can make out, on a Saturday night, 
the second week of January. ‘The fire 
was burning brightly on your office 
hearth. The table by your side was 
filled with papers. The employees, 
working ten hours a day, sometimes 
think the employer entering his office 
at 9 or 10 o'clock In the morning has a 
very ensy time. But long after the 
busy beehive of the modern dry goods 
eniporium has stopped its hum, and 
the tired little cash girls have crowded 
the streets, Inughing, shouting, perhaps 
smiling at the passersby, in juvenile 
delight at being set free from toll, and 
the bookkeepers have balanced the ac- 
counts, and the trou shutters have bee 
pulled down, and the clerks have clo 
ed their,counters, and the cashiers have 
locked their safes, and the delivery 
wagons have ceased their rumbling, 
and the wornout horses have been fed 
and blanketed in their stalls, and the 
street lamps have become as multitudl- 
nous us the visible stars of the heavens, 
the tired merchant, works on. . The 
wood in the fire place crackled and 
laughed. The flames leaped higher and 
higher nnd sputtered more loudly as 
the reports of the different departments 
recorded the business triumph of a 
whole year. Stock bad been taken, for 
the holiday goods were all sold, Every 
promissory note had been met. There 
was plenty of money in the bank to 
clear away the remaining debit sides of 
the Icdger, 

What Shall It Profit a Mant 

Was not that the history, O rich Chi- 
cago merchant. of the first results of 
your mathematical calculations on the 
Saturday night of the second week In 
last January? Bot what about the sec- 
ond calculation you made that Impor- 
tant fight? As you sut there in your 
easy armchair you began to dream 
about the past.. You began to wonder 
if all this endless struggle for a world- 
ly success really paid. As you dreamed 
you thought of the many nights when, 
unable to sleep, you hnd tossed about 
your hot pillow und thought how the 
business world was trying to drive you 
to the financial wall, even as some man 
with the death marks upon bis cheek In 
his old age may be fleeced of his all. 
You thought bow your very best mo- 
tives had always been impugned, And 
then, strange to say, Ingtead of gloating 
over your past financial success as the 
fire flickered Jower and lower an un- 
seen power made you write upon a 
broad sheet of white paper this prob- 
lem, “What shall it profit a man if he 
shail gain the whole world and lose his 
own soul?” And as you studied that 
problem you were compelled to write 
after It a word of seven letters. You 
wrote that one word In letters of fire. 
“Nothing.” “Nothing.” “Nothing.” Am 
I wrong, O financial magnate, in stat- 
ing today ‘thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God?" 

My hearers may think I have over- 
drawn the picture In asserting that 
worldly success from a mere selfish 
standpoint never pays, and that only 
the Christ life is the happy life. Well, 
then, to illustrate whether mere earth- 
ly success is a satisfying success or 
the reverse let me read to you a 
eulogy delivered lately in reference to 
that Warwick of American statesman- 
ship, that president maker, Marcus A. 
Hanna. In the memorial meeting held 
in the senate chamber a short time ago 
Senator Scott, Senator Hanna's inti- 
mate friend, arose and spoke these 
words: “Mr. President, I shall never 
forget one early morning when Senator 
Hanna handed me u New York paper 
containing a cartoon of bimself, pictured 
as n huge monster, clad In a sult cov- 
ered over with dollar marks, smoking 
an jinweuse cigar and trampling under 
foot women and children, with their 


eyes protruding from thelr sockets and 
thelr skeleton forme writhing In agony. 
After I looked at it a moment be sald to 
me: ‘Srott, that hurts: I bave tried all 
my life to put myself in the other fel- 
low's place. I bave tried to help those 
in need and lighten the burdens of 
those less fortunate than myself. Yet 
I am here held up to the guze of the 
world as a murderer of women and 
children. I tell you, it hurts.” And, 
Mr. President, looking up into that 
manly face I saw the tears coursing 
down his cheeks as be turned and si- 
lently walked away.” 

You think worldly success can bring 
true happiness? If it could, why did 
it not bring happiness to James G. 
Blalne; the “Henry Clay” of the latter 
part of the past century? Murat Hal- 
stead relates how he went to see Mr, 
Blaine in the Fifth Avenue hofel, New 
York, The death pallor was on bis 
cheek. In a few weeks his broken 
beart was to cease to beat. Mr, Blaine 
sat looking into the blazing fire. Murat 
Halstead could not say a word, His 

rt was too full. After the two 
friends sat thus for a short time, Mr, 
Blaine beaved a deep sigh as he said, 
“Oh, Halstead, I could have stood it 
all if I had not lost my two boys.” He 
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was finding then, ns Hanna found, and 
as a host of famous men have found, 
that happiness and true satisfaction 
cannot be obtained from the world. 
The world misrepresents them, ridicules 
them and decries them, and, whether it 
gives them its prizes or not, it wounds 
and tortures them. 


Happiness Is Not In Wealth, 

Oh, rich man! 1 appeal to your ex- 
perience. Have you not realized that 
happiness is not in wealth? Have 
there not come times In your life when 
you have felt that money and honor 
and power alike fail to give you satis- 
faction? You are disappointed with 
your life. Turn to Christ, who says to 
such as you, “He that drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall never 
thirst again.” Come to him. Thou 
art not far from the kingdom of God. 

Almost saved! Yes, I know it. Why? 
For weeks, perhaps, you have been ly- 
ing prostrate witha danerous sickness 
near the dividing line, the crossing of 
which means the re-creation and the 
spiritunlization and the redemption of 
your life. ‘That sick bed means to you 
in a spiritual sense what an invalid's 
bed meant in a physical sense to him 
sick of the palsy who was laid at 
Christ's feet,- In the second chapter of 
Mark we rend about the wonderful 
incident which took place in Caper- 
naum. No sooner did the people of | 
that city heur that Jesus had come 
than tbe multitudes began to gather | 
about him. They crowded Into the 
room Where he was. They crowded 
the front yard of his residence. On the } 
outskirts of the crowd we see a couple 
of men carrying between them one who ' 
was sick of the palsy. “Oh,” they say 
to each other, “if-we can only bring our 
brother to Christ, he will cure him.” 
I think, from reading between the lines 
of this chapter, that the Invalid him- 
self did not care whether be saw Christ 
or not. He wns too sick to cure. His 
limbs bung limp and heavy. His eye- 
lids drooped; the eyes were glassy. His 
skin was flabby and almost dead. But 
because the Invalid was nine-tenths 
dead that made no difference to the 
two friends. As they could not push 
through the crowds who were jostling 
about the front door they climbed up 
to the roof of the house. They then let 
down the ropes and pulled the sick man 
up, bed and all. -Then with their axes 
they broke open the roof and lowered 
the sick man down through the roof to 
the feet of the Saviour, who, seeing 
their faith, snid unto the sick of the 
palsy, “Son, thy sins be forgiven thee.” 
And he arose. The loose muscles stiff- 
ened. The eyes became alert. The 
blood again coursed rapidly through 
the clogged arteries. He walked; yea, 
the sick man walked. He was healed 
by being placed, n hopeless, helpless 
Invalid, at the feet of Jesus Christ. 

Sickness has been a spiritual bless- 
ing to you, O man, as the palsy was to 
the Invalid-of old. It has placed you 
almost within touch of our Saviour 
and King. For years and years you 
did not know what a pain meant 
When you heard people complaining 
about thetr lovalidisin you had no sym 
pathy. You would petulantly say 
“Nine-tenths of these so called invalids 
are mere bypochondrinacs. If wen and 
women would only get up and stop 
their complaining and stop dosing 
themselves with medicines they would 
be all right.” When a minister In 
chureh would preach from the text, 
“Thou fool, this night thy soul shall 
be required -of thee," you would settle 
back in your seat ond smile. You 
would say to yourself: “Perhaps. Per- 
haps not. My ancestors were all long 
lived. 1 guess I will be also.” Then 
you would complacently pat your chest 
ns you expanded your lungs three or 
four Inches, and you would say: “Well, 
my ancestors never had a finer breath- 
ing apparatus than I have. Perhaps I 
shall die tonight. Perhaps not.” 

But two years ago there came that 
sudden attack of illness. It came al- 
most without nny warning at all. You 
remember how your cheek became as 
white as that of a corpse and your lips 
turned blue and cold. You remember 
how that pneumonin stabbed at your 
lungs, or how that typhoid made you 
sink so low that for weeks and weeks 
you hovered between life and death. 
You reinember how asthma choked you 
until it seemed as thongh you would 
go mad with the ngony. Aye, that sick- 
ness made out of you a changed man. 
When the minister now announces the 
text, Luke, twelfth chapter and twen- 
tleth verse, “Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee," you do 
not filppantly say: “Perhaps. Perhaps 
not.” You know it Is not out of the 
range of possibilities that this night 
you may be brought face to face with 
God at the judgment seat of Christ. 
O man, even while I speak today all 
the good and the bad of your past life 
are flying swifter than the winds 
through your seething. brain, Aye, 
they are flying as swiftly as the pano- 
rama of bygone years in a second of 
time moves before the vision of a 
drowning man. Your past sicknesses 
have changed your feelings toward 
God, The pain at your beart is warn- 
ing you that “God shall bring every 
work unto Judgment, with every Be- 
cret thing, whether it be good or 
whether it be evil.” This day—aye, 
this very minute—on account of that 
past sick bed, “thou art not far from 
the kingdom of God.” 

Signa of the Time, 

Almost suved! Yes, you nre. I know 
it. Why? The many “signs of the 
time” tell us that hundreds and thou- 
sanda of immortal men and women 
are now enrolling themselves as Chris- 
tlan soldiers under the standard of the 
cross, Aud there is a mighty propel- 
ling force in the power of numbers. 

We all marvel at the wonderful abil- 
ity of observation to which the trap- 
pers and the hunters of old wére able 
to train thelr visual powers, For days 
and weeks the Indian scouts were able 
to follow thelr enemies across the west- 
ern prairies. By the twisted blades of 
grass and by other minute signs they 
were able to tell how many Indians 
were in the war party ahead, how 
many horses and cattle and squaws 
and papooses. During the Austro- 
Prussian war in 1866 Archduke Joseph 
of Austria was warned of an imminent 
night attack by a gypsy soldier who 
was able to foresee the advance of the 
pursuing hosts by watching the birds 
fy dver the Austrian encampment. 
This soldier said to Prince Joseph: 
“Your highness, birds sleep as well as 
men, There birds would not be fying 
about at this time of night if they had 
not been disturbed. qoemy io 
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lage Humbers ls marching throngh the’ 
woods and has frightened them. There 
will soon be fighting on our front lines.” 
But, though hunters and trappers have 
almost miraculous seeing powers in 
reference to the natural world, it' does 
not take an inspired vision to see that 
we are now living in a time of great 
religious awakening. How else can 
you account for the thousands who, as 
converts, are giving their hearts to 
Jesus Christ under the consecrated la- 
bors of the evangelistic committee of 
the Presbyterian church? How else 
can you account for the wonderful 
meetings of Campbell Morgan in Amer- 
ica, and of Torrey and Alexander in 
Australia and England, and the crowd- 
ed schools for Bible study in Winona 
and Northfield and Chautauqua and 
Moody’s institute of Chicago? Every- 
where the vital question is upon every 
lip, “What shall I then do with Jesus, 
who is called the Christ?” -Like Pilate 
before the Jewish people, you must de- 
cide the question in reference to Jesus. 
You must decide for Christ or against 
Christ. And in bringing you up to this 
question I cannot be far wrong in stat- 
ing that “thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God.” 

But why talk so much about the 
wonderful manifestations of the Holy 
Spirit's.power in reference to the world 
at large? Have not we seen that pow- 
er manifested in our own church? Men 
and women, can you ait stolidly in your 
pews-when husbands and wives and 
children and young men dnd women 
are seeking Jesus Christ, while so 
many old people ond middle aged peo- 
ple and young people are coming? God 
will never give you a better opportu- 
nity to seek him than just now. Will 
you not come to the Saviour now? 

The last time Dwight L. Moody ever 
preached was at a great series of meet- 
ings being held In Convention ball, 
Kansas City. Suddenly he broke down, 
and the doctors told bhim he must stop 
work at once, They bundled the great 
evangelist up and started him east for 
his Northficld home. But, though the 
doctors could silence his tongue, they 
could not keep still his pen. When 
they carried him to Northfleld, with 
his wenk fingers he wrote out a tele- 
gram to his Kansas City friends who 
were carrying on the meetings In hls 
stead. His telegram went something 
like this: “Mr, So-and-so, Kansas City: 
Have reached home safely. Regret ex- 
ceedingly belng forced to leave. Had 
I been with you tonight I would bave 
preached on ‘Thou art not far from 
the kingdom of God.’ My prayer is 
that mang may be led into the king- 
dom under Mr. Torrey’s preaching.” 
Ob, my friends, the redeemed lips of 
the sainted evangellst are pleading 
with you from this text In this service 
today. That same divine power which 
brought thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of sinners to the fountain of 
eternal life is pleading with you to 
come to Christ, even now while great 
multitudes are seeking him. Like 
King Agrippa, are you going to be 
“almost persuaded” and lost? Or like 
Paul, the “chief of sinners," nre you 
to be coronated and to have a seat up- 
on n throne In heaven with Jesus 
Christ? 

I know of a land where the streets are

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Survey of Mason and Dixon’s 
Line Lately Completed. 


“THE ORIGINAL MARKERS. 


The Work When Firet Done Extended 
Ovér the Period of Sixteen Years, 
from 1763 to 1779—Much Trouble 
Was Encountered with the Indi- 
ans. 


Mason and Dixon's line has just 
been surveyed for the first time since 
the sclentists whose names it com- 
memofates traced it, 140 years ago. 
The work now completed was done 
under the direction of a joint com- 
mission representing Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. This line, which be- 
came historic as the division between 
the slave States and the free States, 
was originally marked by stones or 
other designations placed one mile 
apart. But in the course of time 
many of the markers disappeared, and 
disputes as to local boundaries arose. 
Pennsylvania and Maryland each ap- 
propriated $5,000 for a new survey of 
the line, and work was begun In April, 
1901. W. G. Hodgkins. of the Uftited 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, be- 
ing in charge of the corps of engl- 
neers. 

As was the case with most of the 
land grants made by the British 
crown in the seventeenth century, 
William Fenn and lord Baltimore 
found that their respective provinces 
of Pennsylvania and Maryland appar- 
ently overlapped each other. For fifty 
years mu: h lawlessness prevailed 
along te’ border because of the 
boundary disputes, and the settlers 
did not know to whom they owed al- 
leglance. [inally,dn 1760, the pro- 
prietaries of the two provinces em- 
ployed Charles Mason and Jeremiah 
Dixon, two celebrated astronomers of 
London, to fix the boundary line. They 
began work in 1763. In June, 1766, 
when the party had reached the top 
of the Little Alleghany Mountains, 160 
miles from thé starting point, the If- 
dians assumed a threatening attitude, 
Although the sdrveyors seemed to be 
peaceable, the red men could not un- 
derstand why the palefaces should 
cut this road through the forest, or 
why sdme of them spent much of the 
night In gazing at the stars through 
Brass cylinders. Finally the Indians 
forbade further progress. Then at a 
cost of £500 a council of the Six Na- 
tions was copvened In New York, in 
June, 1767, and permission was se 
cured to continue the work. The coun- 
cil sent a party of braves to act as 
efcort to Mason and Dixon, and the 
Survey waa resumed; but in Septem- 
ber, when the Monongahela was 
reached, the Indians nga'n grew rest- 
less, and Maxon and Dixon were 
edliged to abandon their task twenty- 
four miles from thetr goal. In 1779 
other engineers completed that part of 
the lime between Pennsylvania and 
what was then Virgin'a. but Is now 
West Virginia, 0 

Mason and Dixon were both elect 
ed members of the American Philoso- 
phical Society. They returned to Eng- 
land, and latcr were sent to the Cape 
of Good Hope to observe the transit 
of Venus. Dixon died in England in 
1777, but Meson came to Philadelphia, 
where he died In 1757. 

It ts the portion of Mason and 
Dixon's line that extends as far as the 
western limits of Maryland, which 
bas just been resurveyed. Some of 
the orginal boundary stones were 
found to be still in place. They, had 
been chiseled In England from lime- 
stone, and weigh WO pounds each, 
beling four and one half feet Ligh and 
one foot square. On one side is the 
letter “P,” and on the other tbe tet- 
ter “M.” Every fifth atone bore the 
qoat-of-arms of the two proprietaries. 

Ma Hodgkina wen endeavored to 
Wace the stonea that were missing, 
and succeeded Im recovering a large 
pumber, Some were doing duty as 
@oorsteps, some were in bakeovens, 
ene served as a curbstone In Clear- 
eprog. Md.. and two had been used in 
bullding a church along the national 
pike, The old markers tn many in- 
stances bore curious Inscriptions, 
zome carved by soldiers of the Federal 
and Confederate armies during the 
campaigns of the-civil war. Every 
one of these stanea that could be se- 
cured was placed m position on the 
Woundag Mme. If broken, the pieces 
were, clamped together. The stones 
Were set in a bed of cancrete, to guand 
Qgainst future remoral. 

In a few bocalities a dbalf dozen or 
more. qf, these stones were found in 

ximtty, This leads to the beef 

possibly they were not put to ac- 
tual use as boundary markers. Bt is 
known that the full number of stones 
required by Mason and Dixon was im- 
gerted, but in conveying them west- 
ward through the forests, so many 
UMaulties were encountered, it ts sup- 
posed, that a portion of the consign- 
ment was abandoned along the road; 
and In the ceurse of years settlers 
found these stones useful for a variety 
Qf purposes otber than that for which 
hey were intended This theory is 
qubatemiiated by the fact that the 
Weatenn, part of Meson and Dixon's 
Hne war. found to be marked princi- 
aliy bx mounds ox wooden posts, few 
Moner being dinparered.

Flavor with lemon, or vanilla when 
the cream is cold. Just before serving 
time, turn cream into ‘pretty dish, 
dot with the puffs, making a pretty 
arrangement with two sizes of puffs. 
On each puff lay a small cube of cho- 
colate fudge, or a candied cherry or 
violet, candy rose leaves make a love- 
ly looking dish.

SECRET POLICE AGENTS 


Gurgical Operations Performed to Inca- 
pacitate Them for Service—Extra- 
ordinary Increase of “Free Tiek- 


ets”—Nothing Impossible to the 
Medical 8 yl 


A sidelight is thrown on the burden 
of military conscription in Russia by 
the proceedings in a case which has 
been followed in Odessa for manyå 
days with exceptional interest. The 
attention of the higher military au- 
thorities in that town was called 
some time ago to the extraordinary 
increase in the number of “free tick- 
ets” made out by the divisional mili- 
tary doctors in the names of soldiers 
who had served but a short period of 
their term with the colors. The in- 
vestigations set on foot by the mili- 
tary authorities wére continued over 
a larger area with the assistance of 
secret police agents, and many of the 
soldiers to whom “free tickets” had 
recently been given were hunted up, 
re-examined by a special medical and 
surgical staff. and’ vigorously cross- 
examined as to their previous health 
and the manner in which they came 
to Ve” physically or constitutionally 
unfit to complete their term of ser- 
vice. Several of the rejected sol- 
diers acknowledged that individuals 
whom they named, and whom they 
had met sometiines in the vicinity of 
their barracks, had induced them to 
liberate themseives from their “un- 
bearable burden" of service by tamp- 
ering with their health. 

The military authorities have now 
succeeded in arresting a well-organ- 
ized band of ruftians, whose sole occu- 
pation for years has been the “libera- 
tion“ of young Russian soldiers and 
recruits from military service. At 
the head of the society was a certain 
Kreek, who had under him several 
pseudo-doctors and touting agents. 
The method employed by the latter 
was to invite young soldiers singly to 
a restaurant, where, after a meal, the 
tout enlarged on the burdens of Rus- 
sion military service, and the possi- 
bility of the soldiers losing life In bat- 
tle, or of his being drafted to some 
distant militu.y district where he 
would be liable to the severest pun; 
ishment for the slightest offence at 
the hands of arbitrary non-commis- 
sioned officers. When at last the 
agent was satisféd that business was 
assured with one soldier, he communi- 
cated with the head of the society 
without delay and set to work to in- 
veigle another. Kreek, the “head,” 
would arrange an interview with the 
latest acquisition. settle with him 
what operation to perform upon him’ 
in order to incapacitate him for mili- 
tary purposes, and fix the amount of 
money he should pay. The soldier 
might if he liked choose to become 
deaf. If so, the ‘doctor’ of the so 
ciety would bore his ear and Irretriev- 
ably damage the tympanum. If he 
wanted a disease Inoculated into his 
system the means were at the dis- 
posal of Kreck's “medical” specialist. 
In short, if he wanted any organ of 
his bory tampered with, Kreek nad a 
“surgical” specialist in his employ- 
ment to whom nothing was ‘mposal- 
ble. i 

The evidence adduced during the 
protracted bearing of the case against 
Kreek and others, and several sol- 
diers who, in splte of their confession, 
were tried before the same court- 
martial, hax proved that sums of £40 
even were received by Kreek for the 
“liberation” of some of the Russian 
rank and tile. The details of some 
of the operations performed by the 
“doctors” and “surgeonr” of the band 
are too nauseous for publication. The 
guilt of Kreek and two others has 
been fully established. Kreek has ac- 
cordingly been sentenced to depriva- 
tion of all personal, civil, and proper- 
ty rights, and to two and a half 
years’ servitude in a correctional 
corps. Two members of his society, 
one a touting ngent, the other a ‘‘doc- 
tor,” have been sentenced to depriva- 
tion of wll rights and to two years’ 
servitude in a correctional corps, 
while, among others, two of the sol- 
diers who submitted to operations 
have been sentenced to partial depri- 
vatlon of rights and to servitude in a 
military disciplinary battalion for a 
term of one year.—Kieff Correspond- 
ence london Times.

STORIES OF TSI-AN. 


Caused Many Heads to Roll in the 
Duet During Her Journey. ‘ 


A dispatch from China says that the 
Dowager Empress has left Pekin for 
Kaifeng-fu in the province of Honan. 
This city of over 200,000 inhabitants 
ts the capital of Honan Province, and 
the railroad between Pekin and Han- 
kow will pasa through it. The north- 
ern part of the road is now far ad- 
vanced, and the Empress Dowager has 
probably utilized it, as she did the 
completed portion when she fled to 
Sian during the Boxer troubles. 

Kaifeng is a large trading place and 
has the only distinctively Jewish col- 
ony in-China. These Jews are en- 
gaged entirely in gold and silver 
working and in money lending. 

The city is on the right bank of the 
Hoang River, and has suffered terrl- 
bly from e inundations of’ that 
treacherous stream. In 1541 most of 
the inhabitants signed their own death 
warrant by tearing down the embank- 
ments in the attempt to drown a 
rebel army that was besieging them. 
The rebels, however, escaped, while 
nearly all the people of the town 
were drowned. 

We are not informed as to the rea- 
sons given to the Chinese public for 
the departure of the Empress from the 
capital. When she and the Emperor 
took refuge in Sian the people were 
not told that they had left Pekin be- 
cause it was about to be occupied by 
the allied forces. The journey was 
due, it was sald, to the fact that the 
Emperor desired to travel through his 
dominions, study the condition of the 
people and worship in the temples. 
The American Nichols, who travelled 
to Sian, said that no one intimated 
to him that the royal party had fled 
from Pekin. The revered rulers cre- 
ated the impression everywhere that 
it was only their good pleasure to 
travel to Sian; and to this day the 
farmers speak of the imperial wander- 
ers as if they had conveyed lasting 
honor on the old-land by travelling 
through it. 

If the Empress Dowager is making 
her present progress by rail there will 
be no opportunity for exciting inci- 
dents similar to those that marked 
the land journey to Sian. At that time 
she had made up her mind that the 
Boxer movement was a sad failure; 
and when, on the journey, a man in 
Boxer regalia rushed into the road, 
knelt beside her chair and began a 
eulogistic address on her efforts to 
exterminate the “foreign devils,” she 
merely motioned to one of her body- 
guard, who quietly walked up behind 
the Boxer, and with one stroke of his 
sword cut off his ovation and hi3 head 
at the same time, and she degraded 
the mandarin who had permitted the 
man to make this demonstration un- 
der the midtaken impression that it 
would be pleasing to the Empress. 

When the lady was informed that a 
Manchu of high rank in her party was 
making a handsome squeeze in hiring 
carts to carry the luggage, she at once 
caused his head to roll in the dust 
of the road. 

A considerable number of decapita- 
tions, In fact, relieved the journey of 
monotony; and these Incidents did not 
tend to make the Empress Dowager 
less popular with her subjects. For 
eigners who have spent much time 
among the common people of China 
say that they almost worship her, and 
that her faults and cruelties are vir- 
tues In their eyes, and the more intelll- 
gent classes have a great admiration 
and respect for her character and un- 
bounded confidence in her ability. 


How to Set Barbed-Wire Fence. 

A correspondent sends us the ac- 
companying sketch of an end post of 
his wire fence with the following 
notes about the timber and setting the 
fence. He write’: “The timber, for 
posts should be cut when the sap ls 
dormant. Midwinter or August Is a 
good time to cut po-t timber. They 
should be split, and the bark taken 
off as soon as possible after cutting 
the timber. For end posts, I select 
some of the best trees, about sixteen 
Inches in diameter, from which I take 
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Well-Braced Barbed-Wired Fence. 
cuts eight and a half fcet in length, 
splitting them in quarters for brace 
posts. They should be set four feet 
in the ground. which is easily done 
with a post-hole digger. When set- 
ting the brace post, I take a stone 
elghteen Inches to two feet in length, 
aa much as twelve inches wide, and 
six Inches or more In thickness, which 
I put down against the post, edge- 
wise, on the opposite side to the 
brace, putting .t down about even 
with the surface of the ground. This 
holds the pos. solid against the brace. 
A heart rall ten feet In length makes 
a good brace. | put one of the long 
postz every sixteen or twenty rods 
along the line of fence, as they help 
to strengthen it. and set lighter and 
shorter posis along the line about 
sixieen feet npurt After the poits 
are act there should be two or three 
furrows turied sgainst them on each 
side, as it helps to keep stock from 
the wire. Such a fence should be 
built of a guod height. It is better 
to buy an cxtra wire than have stock 
Injured. | have made a good deal of 
fence In the way described, and It 
stands we'l.

Calmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt Talmage, D. D. 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 17.—In this 
sermon a.new construction is placed 
upon many of the “miracles of modern 
science,” which are interpreted in the 
light of Christ's promise to his follow- 
ers in John xiv, 12, “Greater works 
than these shall he do.” 

Man Increases not his gospel faith by 
lowering the standards of the cross. 
You might as well expect water to run 
uphill of its own accord, or violets to 
grow during midwinter in a snowbank, 
or daylight to follow after the sinking 
of the sun in the west, or the flush of 
health to be seen on the pale cheek of 
a Corpse, or a humming bird to volun- 
tarily make her nest in the dark laby- 
rinths like a ground mole, as for a ra- 
diant faith capable of transforming 
cbaracter to exist in any temple un- 
less the chief cornerstone of that tem- 
ple is Jesus Christ. “And I, if I be 
lifted up from earth, will draw all men 
unto me,” said Jesus Christ just a 
short time before his crucifixion. “I 
am the way, the truth and «the life. 
No man cometh unto the Father but by 
me,” speaks our resurrected Redeemer 
to the gospel workers of the present 
day. 

Let it be clearly understood at the out- 
set that by no word or thought would 
I seek to depreciate the power and 
influence of Christ's personality and 
work. He it is who fills all created 
things; he it is who gives life, natural, 
mental, social. He is the inspirer, the 
spring from which come all our tri- 
umphs. But I want to show you that 
the promise which he gave to his disci- 
ples, “Greater works than these shall 
he do,” bas been fulfilled and that 
man inspired with his spirit has with 
the natural forces at his disposal done 
more for uplifting humanity, as Christ 
said he should, than did Christ him- 
self. Man has taken hold of the pow- 
er which Christ bestowed and has ap- 
plied it beyond the opportunities which 
Christ had to complete the work that 
be initlated. Christ fed the multitudes; 
Christ opened the blinded eyes and 
straightened the crooked limbs; Christ 
assuaged pain and stopped the chronic 
issue of blood. Christ was a great 
preacher and drew the multitudes 
about him. Christ foughtyagainst the 
heathenish doctrine that “might is 
right.” Christ was the greatest of all 
workers of wonders that the\world had 
ever seen. There was only ome Christ. 
There will never be another. (Yet there 
are senses, natural as well as spiritual, 
in which his promise has been kept to 
his followers, and they have been en- 
abled through the power emanating 
from him to do works which surpass 
those be did in his life on earth. But 
let it never be forgotten that these 
“greater works” which man has done 
have been accomplished only, because 
Jesus has lived and Jesus’ prophetic 
words have been fulfilled In order to 
get a better, grasp of this theme let me 
read to you the full verse In which the 
words of my test are found. “Verily, 
verily I say unto you he that believeth 
on me the works that I do shall he do 
also, and greater works than these 
shall' he do, because I go unto my Fa- 

Christ Amased .His Generation. 

Jesus Christ wasithe amazement of 
amazements to theypeople of his day 
and generation as a'worker of natural 
phenomena. He seemed to his time 
superior to all natural lews. When he 
went out to visit his disciples in their 
ship, he did not: bave to use the land, 
as other peaple bad to do. He stepped 
upon the crystal pavement of Lake 
Galilee as easily as an Alpine climber 
might rest his foot upon solid rock, as 
easilysas a hind’s feet might glue them- 
selyes to mountain crag. When he 
spoke, the bomage of obedience was 
rendered to him, not alone by men In 
the synagogue, by beasts of the feld 
and the fowls of-the air, but by the 
winds and the waves. He called to the 
Galilean tempest, "Peace be still.” At 
the glanct of his eye, the “conscious 
water blushed to Beg the face of its 
Lord” at the wedding ‘in Cana of Gali- 
lee. Ata word from his lip the fig 
tree dried up anal withered away. All 
he had to say was, “Let no fruit grow 
on thee benceforward forever.” At his 
call came ‚whole schools of fish to be 
caught bythe Galilean fishermen. By 
his touch whole ovens full of bread 
seemed tæ be miraculously created. 

Wonderful were those: triumphs over 
natural laws and forces, but what 
triumphs bas man achieved since>that 
time by compelling those; natural ‘laws 
and forces to serve his,purposes and 
by harnessing them os his servants! 
What wonder can be greater than for 
man to speak in a telephone recefver, 
as I bave done, in Chicago and have 
my voice beard in New York city, 1,000 
miles away? 1 donot consider it any 
more of a wonder, then for Theodore 
Roosevelt to start,the great, ponderous 
machinery in the world’s fair at St. 
Louls by touchmg n simple button. 
Christ walking upon the waves of Lake 
Galilee excited the wonder of tbe spec- 
tators, but how,'they would have won- 
dered how they have seen that sub- 
marine boat constructed by an Amert- 
can inventor, which be supplied with 
such wonderful, mechanism that it can 
sink to the bottom of the sea and sup- 
port life there for twenty-four hours, 
or if they could have known how a 
spark, as a mermaid, could carry man’s 

message by ranning along the pathway 
of a Pacific cable from Vancouver to 
Australia, or how a great iron bull 
could be made to battle against storm 
and tide and carry thousands of human 
beings, besides tons upon tons of 
freight, from New York to Liverpool. 
Christ feeding the multitudes with the 
five loaves and two fishes to me is won- 
derful, but man making the dry desert 
blossom ns a rose by the stored up 
waters of irrigation, man making rain 
descend in regions where for centuries 
nature as a forbidding angel ef the 
Edenic paradise bas sald “Thou shalt 
hot,” map making the fruite ‘ef the 
Asiatic climes to mate with the fraite 


of the California hills, man ant 
’ cars to run without horses 
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Gothard pass and disappear into a 
Housatonic tunnel, man making his air 
ships lighter than the atmosphere we 
breathe—all these are triumphs over 
natural forces so wonderful that I say, 
as I compare them with the phenomena 
of Christ’s life, how truly has the 
promise been kept, “Greater~ works 
than these shall he do.” ` 

Wireless Telegraphy'’s Wonders. 

When I see an Edison making an 
electric Nght blaze and burn upon the 
tip end of a dirty piece of carbon; when 
I see the marvels of machinery, born 
with everything but a soul; when I see 
ice frozen in the tropics, and when I 
know that nations separated by broad 
seas are brought into speaking distance 
by wireless telegraphy, I know that 
one of the fulfillments of my text bas 
come. “Anything which excites won- 
der, surprise or astonishment in the 
broad sense is a miracle,” wrote the 
lexicographer. Surely Christ was al- 
luding to man's triumphs in the world 
of natural phenomena when he said, 
“The works that I do shall he do also, 
and greater works than these shall he 
do, because I go unto my Father.” 

Not only did Christ astonish the peo- 
ple in his day by his power over the 
forces of nature; he revealed his dl- 
vine nature by showing his power over 
physical diseases. He tried to convince 
the people in his day of his power as a 
healer of spiritual maladies by proving 
himself the cleanser of leper spots, the 
opener of blinded eyes and the only one 
of his time who could send the slug- 
gish blood of health coursing through 
the withered Iimbs of him sick with 
the palsy. Yet today, as I study Christ, 
the healer of the sick, I see that the 
work he did has been taken up by his 
followers and its triumphs multiplied. 
By the word of his power he gave sight 
to a few blind men, but in our day the 
Christian surgeons, by their operations, 
are giving sight to thousands. The vir- 
tue from his garment stopped one issue 
of blood, but in our day the Christian 
physician, with his medicaments, is 
stopping thousands of issues. Christ's 
touch relieved a few sufferers of pain, 
but in the hospitals of our time thou- 
sands pass painlessly through suffer- 
ing which in former times would have 
racked them with excruciating torture. 

If you would learn some of the mar- 
vels of man as a healer, read Professor 
White's marvelous collection of facts 
in his book entitled “The Wonders of 
Modern Surgery.” Up to 1870, 80 per 
cent of all those who had fractured leg 
or arm with the bone protruding 
through the skin died. Now, through 
the discoveries resultant from the life's 
work of Sir Joseph Lister, practically 
all those with fractured limb bones 
get well, Once when a gangrened leg 
had to be amputated a shricking, yell- 
ing patient was held down by main 
strength and the leg cut off as quickly 
as possible, as a butcher with his ax 
would chop meat. Then the bleeding 
stump was seared -with boiling pitch. 
Seventy-five per cent of those patients 
died. Now such operations are con- 
sidereð practically harmless. A whiff 
of ether, a breath of chloroform, a deep 
sleep, a painless operation, and’ the 
heavy eyelids open. All the horrors of 
that operation are a blank. Our 
uncles, our aunts, our parents, our 
grandparents, died by the hundreds of 
inflammation of the bowels. Along 
comes surgery and says: "Down on the 
table quick! Out with that appendix.” 
And today clubs could be formed by 
the hundreds of those who would bave 
died of appendicitis unless death had 
been driven back at the point of the 
surgeon's knife. J 

Wonders of Modern Medicine. 

But today are the “wonders of mod- 
ern surgery” any more marvelous than 
the “wonders of modern medicine?” 
Is the power of modern medicine to 
cure disease any more marvelous today 
than the power of modern bacterio- 
logical Investigations to prevent dis- 
ease? You see Christ stopping here 
and there to open a blinded eye or to 
unstop a deaf ear or to loosen the 
heavy and labored breathing of the 
asthmatic sufferer. But today the 
achievements of the healer include 
more than here, and there an isolated 
physical cure. I see the lights In thou- 
sands of hospital windows gleaming 
like the stars in the heavens. I see the 
white robed nurses and the doctors 
coming forth as did the angels of 
health who troubled the waters at the 
pool of Bethesda, crying to the sick ev- 
ery where, “Come and be cured of your 
ailments!” I see thousands and tens 
of thousands of strong men and wom- 
en who would have died twenty years 
younger than they are now bad they 
lived and been sick in the days when 
Christ lived and he bad seen them not 
or touched them not. Christ as the 
physician of the body was a wonder 
worker. But man foday as a curer of 
physical allments is accomplishing far 
more than Christ ever did. Man is not 
only opening the eyes of those born 
blind, but he is making by the thou- 
sand and the tens of thousands the 
deaf and the dumb speak until this an- 
cient miracle has ceased to be a won- 
der because of its commonness. 

Now, study Christ from another 
standpoint. What did Jesus come 
down upon earth to do? He cume to 
save the world? Ob, )es; he came to 
fave the world by drawing men unto 
himself and banding them together ag 
Christians. That means men were to 
become followers of himself. Yet, after 
be came to earth and was born in the 
manger and lived in Nazareth, he liter- 
aliy became the “despised and the re- 
jected of men.” After be bad lived 
and suffered, preached and worked on 
and on until the day when he was 
crucified, the converts be had won 
were only a little bandful of followers 
at the foot of his cross. If I should 
take you to a country pastor and say, 
“Rev. Mr. 8o-and-so, how large is your 
church?" he would say: “Oh, very 
small. We bave only sixscore mem- 
bers all told, But we are part of the 
great Presbyterian church, with its 
hundreds of thousands and millions of 
members, Therefore we are proud 
to belong to the great body of this 
church militant.” But Jesus when he 
died did not bave any great church. 
He was only the humble Nasza- 
rene with one hundred and twenty 
disciples all tokl:in Jerusalem. From 
a worldly standpoint Christ's life 
seemed to be an abject failure. Do 
you wonder that Christ said to bis 
Mleciples in the words of my text, "He 
that believeth on me, the works that I 
do shall be do also, and greater works 
than these shall he do?” How has the 


promise. been. fulfilled in the great 


preachers. and orgaulaers of the Chris- 
tian church? Inspired by his life and 
teaching, men have arisen whose 
achievements, as far ab they can be 
measured by numbers, have surpassed 
a thousandfold those of their ‘Divine 
Master, ‘ 

Growth of the Y. M, C. A. 

Compare If you will the rapid ad- 
vancement of Christianity during the 
century just passed with the seeming- 
ly paltry number of 120 whom Christ 
gathered about him fn Jerusalem dur- 
ing bis carthly ministry. In 1844 
George Williams of London organized 
the first Y. M. C. A. association of the 
world. Forty-six years later, as a di- 
rect outgrowth of his work, there were 
6,625 different Y. M. C. A. association 
societies with their enrollment of 650,- 
000 members, with property worth over 
$26,000,000. In 1865 William - Booth, 
a humble Methodist minister, stepped 
out of the church of his birth and in 
Nottingham, England, organized the 
Christian Mission, the outgrowth of 
which is the modern Salvation Army. In 
thirty-five years that army, as a direct 
result of William Booth’s work, had 
its 11,000 officers stationed in all parts 
of the world, holding annually over 

2,000,000 mectings and possessing its 
own printiig presses, scattering forth 
43,000,000 pamphlets and papers sof 
gospel news nnd with an income of 
nearly $4.6C0,000 per year. In 1880 
Francis E. Clark, n comparatively un- 
known minister, organized his young 
people into a band of Christian work- 
ers, called the Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety. He is called “Father” Clark 
now, not, however, because he is an 
old man, but because he was the fa- 
ther of a movement which in twenty 
years had n society with nearly 4.000,- 
000 members. Consider the work of 
John Wesley. Compare the first band 
of 120 members with the conversions 
under the power of the Holy Ghost of 
Whitefield, Finney, Moody. These men 
led the people by the tens of thousands 
to kneel at the foot of the cross. Tell 
me, in reference to the criterion, of 
number, has not man as a preacher 
and a Christian organizer done “great- 
er things” than did Christ? 

But, again, in this worldwide sweep 
of man's “grenter works” we must see 
how man is everywhere overturning 
the heathen doctrine that “might 
makes right" rather than “right makes 
might.” We must see man as the de- 
fender of the wenk man, the hope of 
the helpless man, the friend of the be- 
reft man nnd In one sense the rescuer 
of the lost. Christ comes as the friend 
of the friendless. But, oh, how friend- 
less and helpless he himself became! 
James Morrison in a wonderful review 
of the works of Christ's life pictures 
ftim as'n mighty: conqueror, Even in 
his defents be saw the oncoming con- 
quests. Said this mighty pulpiteer: 
“He strode on to victory. From his el- 
evated standpoint he saw as the conse- 
quence of his triumphal ascent to his 
Father the overthrow of Phariseeism 
and Sadduceeism. He looked farther 
and saw the overthrow of Roman and 
Grecian and Scythian idolatry. He 
looked farther and saw the destruction 
of slavery. He looked farther and saw 
the gradual emancipation of the mass- 
es from the oppression of tyrants and 
their elevation Into political and social 
privileges. He looked farther and saw 
the erection of hospitals and other in- 
stitutions of benevolence. He saw the 
establishment on the one hand of home 
missions extending to the hundreds of 
thousands who have'lapsed and the es- 
tablishment on the other hand of for- 
eign missions, sending the gospel of 
his grace to the ends of the earth in 
hundreds of tongues.” But, though 
Christ In his exaltation and prophetic 
vision may have seen all this, yet, like 
Moses, with bis eyes overlooking the 
verdant fields of the promised land, 
Christ was to have no direct physical 
contact In the consummation of the 
world’s salvation. 

Christ Never Visited India. 

All India was yet to give up its wid- 
ow burning and the tossing of its help- 
less girl infants Into the Ganges to be 
eaten by crocodiles and the heathen 
worship of idols, but Christ was not, In 
body, able as a man to set foot on the 
soll of India. William Carey and Alexan- 
der Duff and Bishop Thoburn were to 
do that. Africa, with Ita murder and 
rapine and cannibalistic orgies, was to 
bulld its altars to the worship of the 
“true God,” but Christ, as n physical 
man, was never to penetrate into those 
dark missionary fields. A Livingstone, 
a Taylor and a Hartzell were to do 
that. Europe at that time shaking 
under the tread of the Roman legions; 
North and South America utterly un- 
known to civilization; the islands of the 
sea, most of them unvisited—all are 
yet to bow to Christ and come under 
the reign of love und yentleness and 
purity and truth. ‘These are to be won 
through the instrumentality of men. 
Men energized by the Holy Spirit are 
to gain the whole world for him, Tru- 
ly, as we look at such a conquest and 
compare it with the work that he ac- 
complished in Palestine we see what he 
meant when he sald, “Greater things 
than these shall ye do.” Christ saw 
all this future conquest of the world, 
but as a man he never went away from 
the Palestine hills. He grew up in 
Nazareth. He journeyed from Naga- 
reth a few tin:es to Jerusalem. There 
at the Davidie cupital he was at Jast 
led ns a guilty crimfual out to the 
Calvary heights to iguominiously die. 
To his followers he left the stupendous 
task of evangelizing the world, prom- 
ising that he would be with them to the 
end and that through his power they 
should be able to win more souls than 
he had done. 

But though we have been praising 
man's “greater works” we would have 
you bear well in mind this one tremen- 
dous fact. No work of man is truly 
greater than Christ's work, because all 
of man's greater works are the out- 
come of Jesus’ work. If you read the 
verse in which my text is found you 
will find the whole trend of the thought 
in the one word “because,” “He shall 
do greater works than these because 
I go to my Father.” Because Christ 
is in God and God is in us is the rea- 
son man is able to accomplish greater 
works than did Christ. 

‘Never be deluded by the idea that 
man in his own strength is able to do 
anything apart from God. This idea 
seems to be running riot among many 
weak brains. A short time ago I stood 
upon one of the Pasadena bills 
Jooked off upon the mighty peak 
Mount Lowe, lifting itself abové the 

There in the valley at my 
teet were the California orange groves 


and the flower gardens and the trees 
which have made this land famous all 
around the world. “Dö you see that 
little hill yonder?” sald a gentleman by 
my side. “Yes,” I answered. “That 
hill,” said he, “looks much lower than 
we are.” “It certainly does,” I replied. 
“That bill must be at least three hun- 
fred feet below us.” “But it is not,” 
be answered. “That hill seems lower 
because yonder lofty mountain is back 
of it. Water from that hill fows down 
to this hill. That bi) yonder is much 
higher than we are.” So some people, 
standing upon man's “greater works,” 
seem to think man’s throne is higher 
than Christ’s throne. But it is not. 
Only as Christ's life in its influence 
touches our Itves are we able to do the 
“greater works” which are given man 
to do. ` 

Elevating Power of Christianity. 

“Oh, no,” says some one, “that can- 
not be. Some of the greatest inventors, 
some of the greatest- statesmen, some 
of the greatest of American men have 
been agnostics and did not believe in 
Christ at all. How then could they get 
their power from God?” By the law 
of association. The influence of Chris; 
tianity is an elevating, Civilizing, in- 
spiring power. Even those who are 
personally strangers to it are affected 
by the atmosphere it produces. Have 
you not noticed that nearly all inven- 
tions, nearly all true progress, nearly 
all the world’s best blessings are found 
in Christian lands alone. It is said that 
one day the great landscape painter, 
Joseph Turner, came into the studio of 
that other famous English artist, T, 
Sidney Cooper. Looking about at the 
pictures Turner saw one and gave a 
dab with his brush, saying, “Put that 
pillar out. It destroys the breadth of 
the picture.” A short time after Gil- 
lott, the great art dealer of Lon- 
don, heard what Turner had done, he 
came to Cooper and said, “I will give 
you three hundred pounds for your pie- 
ture of the Welsh scene.” “But,” said 
Sidney Cooper, “Gillott, you have not 
even seen my picture.” “I know it,” 
answered Gillott. “But I also know 
one fact, Joseph Turner would never 
have touched that picture with his 
brush unless it had been worth bav- 
ing.” And so methinks God blesses the 
just and often the unjust in a Christian 
land, because Christ’s work and sacri- 
fice have been blessed in that land. 
Therefore, my brethren, the only way 
for man to achieve his greater works 
is by spreading abroad, as far as he 
can, the works of Jesus Christ, upon 
which all men’s greater works are de- 
pendent. When Christ goes up, man 
goes up. When Christ goes down, man 
goes down. 

Oh; what could Moses’ rod have done 

Had he not deen directly sent? 

The power was from God alone 

And Moses but the Instrument. 

Today will you not feel that you can 
only accomplish the greater work 
Christ has given to you to do by living 
and working in Christ? When Mar- 
shal Bernadotte, who afterward be 
came King Charles XIV. of Sweden, 
was a young man he was a revolution- 
jst. At the beheading of King Louis 
XVI. of France, in order to show his 
hysterical joy, he had tattooed upon 
his arm this sentence: “Death to all 
kings and royal tyrants.” Bernadotte 
afterward was himself raised to a 
throne. He closely guarded that tat- 
tooing from the eyes of bis people un- 
til he was dead. Ob, my friend, mark- 
ed with the signs of infamy upon your 
heart, marked with the signs of rebel- 
lion against Christ, will you not change 
your belief, as Bernadotte did, to be- 
come an enthroned king? You bear on 
your soul the marks of ain, but if you 
will come to him he will take you Into 
his employ and will send you forth to 
bless and help the world. As the apos- 
tle bore on his body the marks of the 
Lord Jesus, so you may wear the 
badge of his service and in his pame 
and by his power carry on the work 
that he began. To you, too, the prom- 
ise is given, “He that belleveth on me 
the works that I do shall he do also, 
and greater works than these shall he 
do, because I go unto iny Father,”

Fishing Nets Obstruct The Ocean. 


Nine fisherman who were arrested 
at Ocean City last week have been re- 
leased by United States Commissioner, 
Rogers until August 2, 1904, when they 
will be given a hearing on the charge 
of obstructing the navigation of the 
Atlantic Ocean by their pound nets.

| Law. 


AN ACT defining Motor Vehicles and pro- 
viding fur the registration of the same, and 
bring rules regulating the use and 

ereofs, 


Section 1, Be It enacted by the General As, 
sembly of Maryland, That every resident of 
thisState who isthe owner of a motor vehicle 
and every non-resident owner whore motor 
vehicles abali be driven in this State, shall 
file in the office of the Neoretary of State a 
declaration duly verified thutsoch owner is 
competent to drive the motor v:hicle for 
which application for license is made, und a 
written statement containing the n me aud 
address of ŝnch owner, together with a brie! 
deseri h of the character of such motor ve- 
hicie, Including the name and maker and the 
manufactarer’s number of the mator vehicle‘ 
if number there beana the rated horse power 
of the motor veh cle, and shall pay to the 
Mecretary of Statea registration fe of one 
dollar for each motor vehicle; the Secretary 
of State shall issue for each motor vehicle so 
registered a certificate, properly numbered 
stating that such moter vehicle ia registered 
in accordance ;with this seciion, and aball 
cause the name of such owner, with bis ad-
